PUTTING THE UNITED STATES BACK 
ON A BUSINESS BASIS BY THE CON- 
FERENCE METHOD TO STIMULATE 
PURCHASE AND DISTRIBUTION. 





It is a business axiom that when people buy busi- 
ness is good, and that when people refuse to buy 
industry slackens. In other words, all commerce 
rests finally upon the individual purchaser. 

The principal question before the nation today, 
the problem to consider which in its several phases 
the President has summoned a conference today of 
the governors of the several States and the mayors 
of the large cities of the country, resolves itself into 
the consideration of 

The effect of the validation of informal war 
contracts on business generally; 

The development of public lands, under the 
land leasing bill and by other methods; 

The building of good roads and the improve- 
ment of transportation conditions ; 

The resumption of private building; 

The development of foreign and domestic 
trade, the removal of still existing embargo reg- 
ulations, and kindred topics. 


In other words, the President will confer with 
the State and city executives of the nation; the latter 
will report upon labor and business conditions in 
their respective States and cities, while Secretaries 
Baker and Daniels are expected to present on Mon- 
day the Administration’s attitude in regard to in- 
formal contracts. The entire movement is given still 
further impetus by the action of the United States 
Council of National Defense, which is sending to 
the 184,000 local councils of defense a “buy now” 
program to be taken up in their respective localities. 
The keynote of the appeal is epitomized in the 
statement of the Council, signed by Secretaries 
Baker, Daniels, Lane, Houston, Redfield and Wil- 
son, as follows :-—

The nation is in a period of transition from a 
War to a peace basis—to make this transition 
quickly, it is necessary that the people of the 
United States understand the necessity of buy- 
mg what they need now, 

Hoarding is dangerous, so is waste. 
Take the middle course. 
Buy now, but buy carefully. 














The Department of Commerce, headed by Secre- 
lary Redfield, has been in close co-operation with 
producers, importers, exporters and distributers for 
months, taking advantage of every permissible op- 
portunity under our trade control laws to stabilize 
eae conditions and to restore both business and 
onidence by business. It is due in large measure 


to . a 
Is co-operation that conditions have been and 
a no worse, 
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For weeks the Secretaries and the Council of De- 
fense have been urging upon the country the neces- 
sity of as early a return as possible to normal busi- 
ness conditions. They have not belittled the 
confusion in the labor market due to the return of 
millions of men to business activity, nor have they 
minimized the sympathetic unrest of the so-called 
Bolshevist elements, which would be intensified by 
still further reductions in working forces due to less- 
ened demand for the products of our laboratories, 
mines and industrial plants. There is and there 
has been more or less business hesitation incident to 
readjustment to meet peace conditions following four 
years of intensive activity along specialized lines to 
meet the requirements of the United States and our 
allies. 

The result has been a decline in prices—to a 
limited extent in the majority of instances—without 
commensurate decline in the cost of living and the 
cost of labor. Yet the majority of business men are 
difident about buying on a falling market, while 
the individual consumer, with the surety of increased 
taxation, the possibility of a decline in income, and 
a continuance of his personal and family expenses, 
hesitates to buy more than his minimum requirements. 
This hesitation has already meant the stopping of 
work in some localities, and the reduction of output 
and hours of employment in others. There is a 
large amount of business waiting to be done in Amer- 
ica, private stocks are at low ebb and, while there 
is ample means to create the business necessary to 
the return to normality, it may be several months 
before this can be accomplished and the returning 
soldiers and sailors of the nation reinstalled in 
positions. 

It is to meet this condition that the President has 
seen fit to go a step further than the Council of 
National Defense, and by personal conference with 
the leaders in their several communities seek not only 
the definite facts as to local industrial condition, but 
the quickest and most efficacious method of meeting 
such conditions. ' 

The underlying object of this conference which 
opens today is axiomatically expressed in the new 
business slogan for the individual:—‘‘Buy only what 
you need, but buy it now.” 

With the full weight of the President, the Council 
and the executives of both State and municipality 
back of the work of economic and industrial recon- 
struction, some definite workable program should be 
decided upon at the conference, to the end that the 
real danger incident to unemployment may be 
averted, and that the channels of general foreign 
trade so long closed by Federal edict shall be re- 
opened. 

Given the market, the labor and the incentive, and 
this present slackening of industry with its attend- 
ant evils will pass as it came. Economic law holds 
that it is good business to buy low and sell high, 
but today there is involved more than individual 
action under this law—the real problem is the sav- 
ing of men from unemployment by the restitution of a 
stable normal business in place of a war-developed 
specialized industry—and in this situation the indi- 
vidual preference must give way to the national 
good. 

And there has been no more feasible method pro- 
posed than this conference of representatives from 
every State in the nation, each to report actual con- 
ditions in his own locality, to the end that from 
such facts may be collated a general basic pro- 
gram for immediate action.

STAMP TAXES ON PROPRIETARIES 
AND STRINGENT NARCOTIC SEC- 
TION FEATURES OF NEW REVENUE 


LAW. 





After weeks of discussion and conference, the new 
War Revenue bill which was accepted by both 
Houses was sent to the President and signed by the 
latter while en route to Washington from his port of 
arrival. The act took effect immediately upon re- 
ceipt of President Wilson’s signature, and the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue is to issue regulations 
at once concerning the sections of greatest interest 
to the drug and allied trades. The income tax 


blanks under the law had already been prepared 
and were mailed immediately following the signing 
of the law by the President. j 
The principal features of the measure as it ap- 
plies to the drug and allied trades are as follows:— 
Section 600.—Tax of $2.20 a gallon on 
each proof gallon of non-beverage alcohol; 
tax of $6.40 a gallon on distilled spirits for 
beverage use. A tax of $1.10 a gallon on all 
perfumes containing distilled spirits, with pro- 
portionate tax for each part of a wine gallon. 
Section 604.—A floor tax of $3.20 a proof 
gallon on distilled spirits for beverage purposes. 
Section 605.—An additional tax of 30 
cents a gallon on distilled spirits or wines rec- 
tified or refined, but not on gin produced by 
the redistillation of a pure spirit over juniper 
berries and other aromatics. A floor tax of 
15 cents a gallon on stock held the day after 
the passage of the act. 
Section 628.—A tax of 15 per cent. on all 


beverages containing less than one-half of one 
per cent. of alcohol. Ten per cent. tax on 
grape juice, ginger ale, artificial mineral wa- 
ters, etc. Two cents a gallon on natural min- 
eral waters. Section 629 provides that such 
taxes shall be piad by the manufacturer, bot- 
tler, etc. 

Sections 700-703.—A graded tax on tobac- 
co, cigars and cigarettes, and cigarette papers. 

Section 900.—Excise taxes on different ar- 
ticles: —Chewing gum, 3 per cent.; candy, 5 
per cent. ; thermos and thermostatic bottles, etc., 
5 per cent.; toilet soaps and toilet powders, 3 
per cent. 

Section 907— (Effective May 1, 1919.) — 
One cent on each 25 cents of retail price of 
proprietaries, toilet articles, cosmetics, pills, 
powders, etc. This section does not apply to 
bacterines and vaccines which are not adver- 
tised to the public nor to sale by physicians 
in attendance upon a patient. The tax may 
be collected at the discretion of the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner by stamp affixed by the 
vendor, the cost of which shall be reimbursed 
to him by the purchaser, or by payment by the 
purchaser to the vendor at the time of sale of 
the taxes required. Monthly returns to the 
commissioner are required, thus making the re- 
tailer a collector of taxes for the Government. 


The narcotic section, to which’ editorial consider- 
ation has been given several times in the Reporter 
since its proposal, is little changed from the original 
draft and is frankly intended to take the place of 
the punitive clauses of the Harrison anti-narcotic 
act found unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. It requires registration of every 
manufacturer, importer or dealer or handler of opium 
or coca or their salts or derivatives, and the pay- 
ment of a special tax as follows:— 


Importers, manufacturers, producers or 
compounders, $24 per annum; wholesale 
dealers, $12 per annum; retail dealers, $6 
per annum; physicians, dentists, veterinaries, 
$3 per annum. These taxes are to be in lieu 
of the present fee of $1. 

By the terms of the bill a manufacturer is 
deemed to be any person “who imports, manu- 
factures, compounds or otherwise produces for 
sale or distribution any of the aforesaid drugs.” 

A stamp tax of one cent for each ounce or 
fraction thereof is to be levied upon all opium, 
coca leaves, any compound salt, derivative, 
or preparation thereof and it shall be unlaw- 
ful to purchase, sell, dispense or distribute any 
of the aforesaid drugs, compounds, or prep- 
arations except in the original stamped pack- 
ages or from the original stamped package, ex- 
cept on prescription of a duly registered physi- 
can, dentist or veterinary, in which case a label 
bearing the name and registry number of the 
druggist, serial number of prescription, name 
and address of patient, and name, address and

Campaign _,- Gains 
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STATE NARCOTIC 
LAW EXPLAINED 


Commissioners Richardson and 
Whitney Address the Drug 
Trade Section. 


Urging the hearty @b-operation of the 
physicians, manufactyrers, wholesalers 
and dealers of narcotics with the State 
Department of Narcotic Control and in- 
viting suggestions and criticisms under 
the Narcotic Law now in effect, Commis- 
sioner George H. Whitney and Commis- 
sioner Richardson of the department ad- 
dressed. the members of the Drug Trade 
section of the New Yerk Board of Trade 
and Transportation at/its headquarters on 
Thursday afternoon. The speakers ac- 
cepted an invitation from the body in an 
effort to clarify some of the provisions of 
the new law which Were doubtful in ‘the 
minds of the manufacturers, physicians, 
wholesalers and others interested who 
were represented at the meeting. 

Commissioner Richardson spoke briefly 
and summed up his arks as follows :— 

“It is the intenti of the department 
to make the law as free as possible, and 
to enforce it to its fullest extent." 

Stating that the wildest estimates were 


not exaggerated reat the alarming 





growth of the nar addiction in the 
state, Commissioner hitney gave as his 
opinion that the evil would not entirely 
be cured by legislat , but by education 
and the absolute ne@d of the restriction 
of the habit-forming drugs. 

“It was through “the carelessness of 
the physicians that e evil grew to such 
an alarming extent,” said the Commis- 
sioner. “It is  - the physicians to 
shoulder the responsfbility now, and it is 
up to them and the manufacturers, whole- 
salers and dispensers to help clear up the 
situation.” 

The speaker stated that the present law 
was enacted after careful investigations, 
and was framed té harmonize with the 
Federal Law. He told the gathering that 
broader powers were given to the Com- 
missioners under the law to make rul- 
ings than were ever given to a Commis- 
sioner in the state. He assured the mem- 
bers of the Drug Trade section that the 
department would be reasonable, and 
that it expected to hear criticisms, if 
there were any, and invited suggestions. 


The speaker characterized the new law 
as a .practical, sensible way to clear up 
the drug addiction situation in the state, 
and expressed the necessity for the co- 
operation of the wholesale dealers. Ex- 
planation was made to the queries of the 
members, and amo those who had ques- 
tions to ask regarding certain provisions 
in the law were Irving McKesson, Howell 
Foster, Mr. Powers and Dr. Anderson. 

The Commissioner assured the mem- 
bers that the department would give a 
ruling in the near future’ regarding 
“three party orders,’ ’which was the sub- 
ject of much discussion. The difficulty in 
such a transaction arises from the pro- 
vision in the law regarding the return 
to the department of the official oruer 
blank, which is issued in triplicate. While 
the law was clear in practically all re- 
spects to the members, their prevailing 
objection to the law was the provision 
contained in Pa raph 426, requiring 
manufacturers or dealers outside of the 
state to register and to return the order 
blanks to the department before a_busi- 
ness transaction, cOUld be completed. The 
provision makes it illegal for wholesalers 
and others to purchase from dealers out- 
side of the state Who are not registered 
in the state. 

Regarding that part of the paragraph 
referring to outside dealers and manufac- 
turers, the prevailing sentiment of the 
members was that the law worked a hard- 
ship upon the wholesalers in the state. 
The Commissioner was of the opinion 
that no serious complication or hindrance 
to business would result to the interested 
parties in the state because of the pro- 
vision, as manufaéturers and others out- 
side of the state are fast applying for 
and receiving certificates of authorization 
from the department to sell or distribute 
drugs within thé-state. Another matter 
that the department will take under con- 
sideration for a ruling is the filing of 
the order forms by the wholesaler of par- 
tially filled orders, a decision on which 
was asked at the meeting. 

To consider the drug habit menace, a 
mass meeting of the State Commission of 
Narcotic and Drug Control was held at 
the Ho‘el Astor on Friday afternoon. 
Mrs. John Franeis Yawger, the only 
woman Commissioner on the board, was 
chairman of the Meeting. Three types of 
addicts were considered—those who ac- 
quired the habit innocently through the 
prescriptions of physicians during illness, 
the criminal and degenerate “dope fiends,” 
and the illegal distributor of the drug 
also an addict. Among those who were 
invited to addreés the gathering were :— 
Dr. Royal S. Cépeland, the Health Com- 
missioner ; Judgé Cornelius Collins, Chief 
Magistrate William G. McAdoo, Dr. Ern- 
est Bishop, Dr. Davin, Inspector Faurot 
and Lieut. Henry Sherd. 

A tremendous extension of the drug 
habit as a result of the coming of pro- 
hibition and the return of hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers who will be idle for 
a time was predicted Friday by speakers 
_ Dr. Royal S, Copeland, health commis- 
sioner, told the meeting that he had been 
informed of a eat activity on the part 
of drug manufacturers because of the 
certainty of demand for drugs after July 
1. He suggested definite headquarters be 
established at Various points in the city 
where drugs cbduld be obtained by drug 
users. ‘ 

Chief i ae William G. McAdoo 
declared that ere is a crying need in 
the State of New York for proper city 
or State institutions to harbor and cure 
drug addicts. He gaid that more than 
four hundred .thougand persons of all 
ranks and grades of society are known to 
be addicted to drugs in New York State.

Trade has been resumed with all ports 
of the Adriatic, ineluding all territory 
adjacent thereto under the military oc- 
cupation of the associated governments, 
and Albania and Montenegro, according 
to announcement of the War Trade 
Board. In this connection it is stated the 
naval blockade of all ports on the Atlan- 
tic has been raised and shipments may 
be made through such ports in transit to 
other countries from which trade restric- 
tions have bene hereto removed. 


“Loan Beg’’ Regulations Terminated 
by War Trade Board. 


The requirement of the War Trade 
Board that exporters comply with the 
terms of the so-called “loan bag” ar- 
rangement, which provided for the ex- 
portation of bags and bagging from the 
United States to approved recipients in 
Central America under the prescribed 
conditions that such bags or bagging 
would be returned to the United States 
filled with produce, had been terminated.

agreement. In cases where such guaran- 
ty and bond have already been given and 
the condition of the arrangement other- 
wise complied with, the exporter will be 
relieved of his obligation to return the 
bags or bagging to the United States. 


Britain Permits Exports of Many Ad- 


ditional Items to Non-Enemy 


Nations. 


Many acids and drugs, artists’ mate- 
rials, toilet preparations, ink and other 
commodities may now be exported freely 
from the United Kingdom to all non- 
enemy destinations, including Switzerland, 
without application to the War Trade 
Board and without certificates from im- 
port associations. This information, of 
considerable importance to trade inter- 
ests in the United States, comes by cable 
from Consul-General R. P. Skinner in 
London. 

The list includes the following :—

sodium nitroprivisside; toilet preparations. 


Sweden Issues New faapeit Certificates 
Acceptable to W. T. B., Despite 


Recent Ruling. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 28, 1919. 

A new series of import certificates are 
being issued by the Statens Handels Kom- 
mission in Sweden, bearing serial num- 
bers beginning with USA-100, according 
to announcement of the War Trade Board. 
These certificate numbers will be honored 
by the War Trade Board, notwithstand- 
ing the ruling in Paragraph 4 of W. T. 
B. R. 496, issued January 16, 1919, that 
the correct serial numbers of certificates 
will be higher than 10,832. 





Britain Removes Some Restrictions on 


Tallow and Grease. 


London, Feb. 5, 1919. 


The British Food Controller has re- 
voked existing orders requiring collectors 
and melters of tallow and greases to be 
licensed and one giving the Controller 
power to requisition their output. Simi- 
lar orders affecting collectors of bone and 
degreasers have likewise been recalled, 
as well as the order restricting exports 
and,imports of these items between Brit- 
ain@and Ireland. 


FRENCH IMPORTS FREER. 


Restrictions Relaxed on Long List of 


Items in Reporter Trades. 
Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 
Many kinds of vegetable oils and ex- 
tracts, tanning material, drug materials, 
chemicals, spices, perfumes, gum, wax, 
tar and camphor are among commodities 
that can be exported from the United 
States into France. The War Trade 
Board announces that the French import 





restrictions have been removed on the

Board Announces Special Tariff on 
Chilean Nitrate and Many Re- 


porter Items. 


Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


Special rates on nitrates from Chile and 
new shipping rates on many commodities 
in the Reporter's lists, including oils, 
chemicals, acids, cottonseed meal, cement 
soap, spices, raw drug materials and tan- 
ning extracts, have been announced by 
the U. S. Shipping Board, as follows :— 
From North Atlantic ports to South Af- 
rica; from Atlantic and Gulf ports to 
South America, all cargoes; North At- 
lantic ports to India, all cargoes; Atlan- 
tic and Gulf ports to Red Sea ports, all 
cargoes; North Atlantic ports to Austra- 
lia and New Zealand; North Atlantic 
ports to Russia, Orient, ete.; from Pacific 
coast to Far East; North Atlantic ports 
to Liverpool, London, Manchester, Hull, 
Avonmouth, Bristol, Cardiff, Glasgow, 
Leith, Belfast; North Atlantic ports, all 
cargo except cotton; South Atlantic 
ports, all cargoes except cotton, and Gulf 
ports, all cargoes except cotton. 


A special rate has been made on ni- 
trates from Chilean ports to North At- 
lantic ports of $17.50 per ton of 2,240 
pounds. Loading and discharging at rate 
of 800 tons per day, Sundays and holi- 
days only excepted, or demurrage rate of 
$1 per net registered ton per day.

After Weeks of Controversy 
House Adopts Conference 
Report on 





Informal 


Agreement. 


Washington, March 1, 1919. 

The conference report on the bill vali- 
dating informal war contracts which car- 
ried relief provisions for those who have 
been producing manganese, pyrites, 
chrome and tungsten to meet the gov- 
ernment’s war needs, was accepted on 
Friday by the Senate, with concurrent ac- 
tion by the House. This measure has 
now gone to the President for signature. 

After weeks of controversy, the Senate 
and House conferees on the bill validating 
informal war contracts and providing re- 
lief for producers of manganese, chrome, 
pyrites or tungsten in compliance with 
the request of government officials, 
reached an agreement. The bill, as final- 
ly agreed to in conference, and which 


was accepted by the House 6n Thursday, 
provides :— 


That the Secretary of War be authorized 
to adjust, pay or discharge any agreement, 
express or implied, upon a fair and equitable 
basis that has been entered into, in good 
faith during the present emergency and prior 
to November 12, 1918, by any Officer or agent 
acting under the authority, direction or in- 
struction, or that of the President, with any 
person, firm or corporation for the acquisition 
of lands, or the use thereof, or for damages 
resulting from notice by the government of 
its intention to acquire or use said lands, or 
for the production, manufacture, sale, acqui- 
sition or control of equipmest, materials or 
supplies, or for services, or for facilities or 
other purposes connected with the prosecution 
of the war, when such agreément has been 
performed in whole or in part, or expenditures 
have been made or obligations incurred upon 
the faith of the same by any such person, firm 
or corporation prior to November 12, 1918, and 
such agreement has not been executed in the 
manner prescribed by, law: Provided, That 
in no case shall any award éither by the Sec- 
retary of War or the Court ef Claims include 
prospective or possible profits on any part of 
the contract beyond the goods and supplies 
delivered to and accepted by the United 
States and a reasonable remuneration for ex- 
penditures and obligations or liabilities neces- 
sarily incurred in performing or preparing to 
perform said contract or order: Provided fur- 
ther, That this act shall not authorize pay- 
ment to be made of any ¢laim not presented 
before June 30, 1919: And provided further, 
That the Secretary of War shall report to Con- 
gress at the beginning of its next session fol- 
lowing June 30, 1919, a detailed statement 
showing the nature, terms and conditions of 
every such agreement and the payment or 
adjustment thereof: And provided further, 
That no settlement of any claim arising under 
any such agreement shall bag the United States 
Government through any of its duly author- 
ized agencies, or any committee of Congress 
hereafter duly appointed, from the right of 
review of such settlement, nor the right of 
recovery of any money paid by the govern- 
ment to any party under any settlement en- 
tered into, or payment made under the pro- 
visions of this act, if the government has been 
defrauded, and the right @f recovery in all 
such cases shall exist against the executors, 
administrators, heirs, suce@ssors and assigns 
of any party or parties: And provided further, 
That nothing in this act shall be construed to 
relieve any officer or agent of the United 
States from criminal progecution under the 
provisions of any statute of the United States 
for any fraud or criminal conduct: And pro- 
vided further, That this act shall in no way 
relieve or excuse any officer or his agent from 
such criminal prosecution”™because of any ir- 
regularity or illegality in the manner of the 
execution of such agreement: And provided 
further, That in all proceedings hereunder wit- 
nesses may be compelled to attend, appear 
and testify, and produce books, papers and 
letters or other documents; and the claim that 
any such testimony or e¥idence may tend to 
criminate the person giving the same shall 
not excuse such witness*from testifying, but 
such evidence or testim shall not be used 
against such person in the trial of any crim- 
inal proceeding. 





Federal Trade Commission Authorized 
in Senate Bill to Accept and Ad- 


minister Patents. 
Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


Authorization for the Federal Trade 
Commission to accept and administer for 
the benefit of the public and the encour- 
agement of industry, inventions, patents 
and patent rights a. bill introduced by 
Senator Kirby has been reported from the 
Committee on Patents without amend- 
ments. 


This measure proposes that the Federal 
Trade Commission be. authorized and em- 
powered to accept assignment of, or license 
under, to develop, to igsue or refuse to issu 
licenses under, to encourage the industri 
use and application of, and otherwise to ad- 
minister, on behalf of the United States, 
under such regulations and in such manner 
as the President shall prescribe, inventions, 
patents and patent rights which said com- 
mission deems it to the advantage of the 
public to be so aceepted, as these may 
from time to time be tendered it by em- 
ployees of the various departments or other 
establishments of the government, or by 
other individuals or agencies; and to co- 
operate, as necessity may arise, with sci- 
entific or other ageneies of the government 
in the discharge of the duties herein set 
out. 


That the Federal Trade Commission be, 
and is hereby, authorized and empowered 
to collect fees and royalties for licensing 
said inventions, patents and patent rights 
in such amounts amd in such manner as 
the President shall direct, and shall deposit 
the same with the treasurer of the United 
States; and of the total amount cof such 
fees and royalties go deposited a certain 
per centum, to be détermined by the Pres- 
ident, shall be reserved, set aside, and ap- 
propriated as a special fund to be disbursed 
as directed by the President to remunerate 
inventors for such of their inventions, pat- 
ents and patent rights contemplated by this 
act as may prove meritorious and of public 
benefit.

This has 
been well shown in the sharp reduc- 
tion that has been made in the price 
of the iron blues, where the cost of 
production has been brought down by 
the lessening of the cost of yellow 
prussiate of soda, the basic raw mate- 
rial. This week iron blues have been 
again reduced to 80@90c. a pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. This price seems 
to discount all that is bearish in the 
situation, and there seems no reason 
for expecting that there will be any 
further decline. It might have been 
possible to have started an advance in 
these blues by this time had the price 
cutting*® not been so gradual. 

The decline has now.amounted to 
55ec. a pound from the top, and at 
this level there should, and probably 
will, be a good demand. There has 
also been a reduction in the price of 
chrome greens, which for some time 
have been quoted from 39c. to 65c., ac- 
cording to strength and quantity. The 
new prices make the range of fluctua- 
tion from 35c. to 60c. Chrome yellows 
are also off a cent this week, and are 
now quoted at from 26c. to 28c., in- 
stead of from 27c. to 29c. As announced 
last week, the new price of paris green 
as quoted by the leading producers is 
37c. It is reported that some jobbers 
are shading this price a little, but the 
amount of paris green on the market, 
outside of the stock of the leading pro- 


pro- 


ducers, is not large, and it is really 
the producers’ price that makes the 
market. 
Blacks. 
There is a quiet, steady market in 


blacks, and there has been little change 
in the situation since our last report- 
Their market is not what could be 
called an active one, but the demand 
from certain classes of consumers is 
fairly good and there is no reason for 
pessimism among producers. There is 
a steady undertone to the market and 
producers are reluctant about announc- 
ing any price change. Carbon gas is

When the discovery was made that 
the signing of the armistice did not re- 
store peace conditions, the market be- 
gan to waver. Holders have stuck by 
their guns manfully, but domestic con- 
sumers have refused to pay the price. 
The Southern naval stores markets 
have been virtually dead for some 
weeks past. The fact that producers 
have been taking steps to organize to 
push the export business next season 
and the fact that it is not expected that 
production this year will be very heavy 
do not make domestic consumers any 
more Willing to pay high prices for 
naval stores. The fact that soap mak- 
ers overproduced during the period of 
the war and are not pushing produc- 
tion at this time have been another 
thing in the way of an active market 
in rosins. The price has been slowly 
coming down, but the reductions have 
been made so gradually that they 
have not helped business in any way. 
Now a more drastic cut in the price 
of rosin is announced, and it remains 
to be seen whether buyers will come 
in at the new level. A reduction of 40 
cents a barrel is announced in law 
grade rosins, and the price of water- 
white is cut 35 cents. It is the medium 
grades and those just under the high- 
est that are cut most, however. K has 
been cut to $14 a barrel, a reduction 
of $1.50 a barrel from the price of a 
week ago. Since last November the 
price of common rosin has declined 
$3.90 a barrel, but it is still $6.70 a 
barrel higher than the price it was 
selling at last May. It can be seen 
from these figures how wide has been 
the price range during the past year, 
so that it is not to be wondered at that 
there should be a difference of opinion 
today as to what rosin is really worth. 
Turpentine has been just as dull re- 
cently as has been rosin, but naval 
stores producers do not seem to think 
it is the time to announce any great 
reduction in the price of turpentine. 
It may be because they do not believe 
that any reasonable reduction would 
increase the demand. The price today 
is 69c., which is a cent lower than that 
of a week ago; but a fluctuation of this 
character has no market meaning. 


TURPENTINE. 


There continues to be very little in- 
terest in the turpentine market, and 
business is practically at a standstill. 
It does not look as if there was going 
to be much interest between now and 
the time when the new crop will be- 
gin to move, which will probably be 
about the end of April. Consumers 
consider the price too high and are 
hoping for a return to the pre-war 
level. Producers say that the old price 
was below the cost of production, and 
that there is no likelihood of its being 
Seen again. The price in the local 
market is now quoted at 69c. a gallon. 
Last week the quotation was 70@7I\1c. 
There is no more demand at 69c., how- 
ever, than there was at a higher level. 
Consumers can use other things in 
place of turpentine and stay out of the 
market as long as they care to, and 
never has the buying public showed 
much interest in the market when 
prices were as high as they are today. 
In addition to this fact, it is to be re- 
membered that consumption would not 
€ normal at this time, even if turpen- 
tine could be had at the buyers’ own 
Price. There has been a good deal of 
disappointment about the export de- 
mand, but there are some signs of im- 
provement in the export situation, al- 
though export buyers may decide to 
pold back until new crop turpentine 
oo to move.

ROSIN. 

There has been another decline in 
the price of rosin. It is evident that 
producers and handlers have become 
tired of the deadlock that has existed 
for so long, and have made up their 
minds to see if they can find a price 
at which consumers will come in and 
buy. There has been a reduction in 
the price of all grades ranging from 
35 cents to $1.50 a barrel. It is the 
opinion of some of the best posted men 
in the trade that the public will be 
ready to come in at the new level. 
There seems to be no reason for ex- 
pecting that rosin is going back to 
the old level at $6 a barrel for com- 
mon rosin, where it was a year ago, 
and yet the consuming trade was ac- 
customed to low-priced rosin for so 


-long that present prices stil look high. 


There has been a decline of almost $4 
a barrel from the extreme top, and it 
would seem that under ordinary con- 
citions a decline like this would de- 
velop considerable demand. Condi- 
tions nowadays are not ordinary con- 
ditions, however, and it is not possi- 
ble to forecast this or any other mar- 
ket very successfully these days. 
There has been some good export ship- 
ments of rosin recently, but the do- 
mestic demand has been practically 
nil, and in the Southern markets “no 
sales” are reported day after day. The 
movement is light, and stocks are not 
increasing to any extent. It must be 
remembered that the new crop sea- 
son is getting pretty near at hand, and 
it is natural that holders ‘should be 
anxious to move as much as possible 


before the new crop goods begin to 
move. The price cuts probably have 
been made too gradually to get the 
most market influence out of them, 


and the latest cut may attract more 
attention than the ones that were pre- 
viously made.

mM RARYTES.—There is little change in 
the barytes market. The fact that 
lithopone makers are good consumers 
of crude barytes at this time strength- 
ens the market. The leading lithopone 
manufacturers produce their own 
barytes, but there are manufacturers 
who buy in the open crude market and 
that far is firm. The price of barytes 
at the mills remains at $22 a ton, but 
this must be added to the cost of the 
container, although most producers 
take back the bags at cost when they 
are returned in good condition. 

BLANC FIXIX.—There continues to 
be a quiet market in blanc fixe, in spite 
of the great cut in the price that has 
occurred, When it is realized that the 
price has come down from 5c. to 3%e. 
a pound, it will be seen that there is 
no other paint material that has been 
cut so radically. Holders of stocks are 
undoubtedly selling at a loss at present 
prices. The quotation for dry is 
3%@44%c. Pulp is quoted at $35@$50 a 


ton. 

CASEIN.—There is little foreign 
casein coming in, and it looks as if pro- 
ducers of domestic casein were going 
to have the market pretty much to 
themselves this spring. It is expected 
that there will be an active business 
doing next month. Sellers’ asking prices 
are from 18c. to 22c. a pound. 

CHALK.—There is no longer the dif- 
ficulty in supplying consumers that 
there was during the period of active 
warfare, but there has not yet been a 
chance to accumulate stocks in this 
country, and the price is still quoted 
as nominal. 

CHINA CLAY.—There is little change 
in the china clay situation. The de- 
mand is not normal, for a normal de- 
mand for any material of this sort at 
this time would be an abnormal situa- 
tion. There is a steady undertone to 
the market, however, and there has 
been no change in quotations since our 
last report. Imported clay is quoted 
at $10@25 and domestic at $15@20. 

COBALT OXIDE.—There are only a 
few producers of cobalt oxide, and they 
do not seem inclined to reduce the 
price. The quotation remains at $1.60 
@1.65, and it is said that distributing 
agents have placed their contracts with 
producers for a considerable time ahead 
ata basis of $1.60. 

COPPER OXIDE.—There is a fair 
demand for copper oxide at the re- 
duced price, but it is difficult now to get 
se. for it, the quotation for quantity 
lots being from 23c. to 25ce. 

PUTTY.—There continues to be a 
routine market in putty, and the fact 
that the price of the raw materials 
holds steady prevents any price cutting. 
Commercial is quoted at $3.10 per hun- 
dred pounds in tubs, and pure at $4.50. 
Pure in linseed oil is $6.75 per hundred 
pounds. To the tub price $1.60 per 
hundred pounds must be added for the 
price in 5-pounds cans, and $3 per hun- 
dred to get the price in 1-pound cans. 

WHITING.—There is little change in 
the situation as far as whiting is con- 
cerned. The demand is not as active as 
it was before the signing of the armis- 
lic, but there has been no change to 
pile up stocks enough to force a reduc- 
tion in the price. Commercial, in car 
lots, iS quoted at $1.25; gilders’ bolted, 
$1.30@1.35; extra gilders, $1.35@1.50; 
English cliffstone, 75¢.@$2.27, and 
American paris whiting, $1.50@1.75. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


The demand for varnish gums con- 
Unues light and there has been no 
change in the weneral situation of the 
market since our last report. There is 
enough Batavia damar coming in from 
Ume to time to keep stocks up to the 


limited demand, and there is more do- 
ing in this sort of gum than in any 
other. The price holds well, but the 
undertone of the market is not par- 
ticularly strong. jatavia damar is 
quoted at 24@25c., which is 7 or 8c. 
lower than the extreme high price 
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of the war. There have been few con- 
tracts placed for distant delivery, and 
asa result there is not as much gum 
pointed this way as there would be 
under more normal market conditions, 
and there seems to be no reason for 
expecting a large accumulation of 
stocks later in the year.

GLUES. 


There is a good undertone to the glue 
market, and producers say that the de- 
mand is increasing. Many consumers, 
who were not active during the period 
of the active hostilities, are again in 
the market, and the demand, while not 
normal in certain directions, is satis- 
factory when the whole. situation is 
taken into consideration. There does 
not seem to be a talk of price cutting 
at this time, and quotations have not 
been changed since our last report.

medium white, 31@35c.; cabinet, 264 
38c.; low grade cabinet, 20@25c.; foot 
stock, 14@18c.; brown foot stock, 15@ 
19¢c., and common bone, 13@17c. 
WINDOW GLASS. 
There is not much change in the 
window glass situation. The fact that 
general building operations in this 


country are so far below normal makes 
the demand restricted, and the good 
sense of producers in deciding to hold 
down production becomes daily more 
evident. The fact that production this 
year will be restricted so greatly is 
going to prevent the accumulation of 
unwieldy stocks, and the high cost of 
production is a bar against price slash- 
ing. The situation is one that will work 
itself out and which can not be forced. 
In the meantime prices hold steady, and 
discounts are being maintained as near 
the quotations as they have been for a 
long time. However, it has not been 
possible to quote window glass closely 
for a long time, as discounts are usually 
named in accordance with stocks. There 
is an incouraging outlook to the export 
side of the business, and there promises 
to be a constantly increasing foreign 
demand for American window glass.

If it 
was not for the fact that the demand 
for linseed oil has not been very keen 
since the signing of the armistice erush- 
ers would be a great deal more wor- 
ried over supplies vhan they are now. 
The fact remains that supplies of seed 
in crushers’ hands are not large, and 
that if there is not a movement from 
South America started soon there will 
be the prospect of very scant supplies 
jater in the season. There is a pretty 
good stock in Canada, the stocks in 
elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur being over 600,000 bushels. The 
Canadian seed will not be available for 
American crushers until after the 
opening of navigation, however, and 
this will be about May 1. 

The western markets have not been 
particularly active this week, but the 
fact that cash is at a good premium 
over futures shows that there is no 
weakness to the situation. The stock 
at Duluth is very small, and receipts 
there are very light, indeed. At Minne- 
apolis the receipts are fair, but there 
isan active demand for everything of- 
fered. Crushers are not trying to de- 
press the price of seed, and do not 
hesitate to say that they are in the 
market for any seed they can get 
prompt delivery on. The receipts of 
seed at Minneapolis, Duluth and Winni- 
peg since September 1 are not quoted

Duluth, Minn., Feb. 26, 1919. 


During the last few days flax has had 
a break on this market, and it may be 
followed by a still further slide, although 
this is not certain. The immediate cause 
of the decline is the raising of the embar- 
go on receipts of flax to the extent of al- 
lowing six or seven cars a day to cover 
immediate needs. Heretofore, for some 
time, no receipts were allowed. About 
all that is needed in this territory to fill 
local needs for the seed is about fifteen 
ears, Which includes the Minneapolis mar- 
ket. Now that that many, at least, may 
be obtained the tension is relieved. 


With this load off traders’ minds, and 
the prospect of Argentine seed coming 
along in April, it may be that the mar- 
ket will volplane to lower levels for a 
time. 

There is nothing doing in the futures 
except in a speculative way. The crush- 
ers are taking no part in the trading.

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 


There is a little cake and meal being 
sold for export right along, but the 
movement is not large enough to make 
much of a reduction in the stocks that 
have been carried for so long by the 
Eastern crushers. There has not been 
the opportunity to ship this winter 
that producers had hoped there would 
be when the armistice was signed. In 
the West there is now reported to be 
a very light demand, and the situa- 
tion all around is not very satisfac- 
tory. The only encouraging feature is 
that production just now is not heavy 
and that there is no great increase in 
the accumulated stocks going on. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 26, 1919. 

The undertone of the market is weak 
again and the demand for offerings rath- 
er dull. So far the crushers have man- 
aged to get by without accumulating 
stocks of bothersome importance, but 


they are not exactly pleased with the 
situation. The saving part of the situa- 
tion is the light output, which prevents 


accumulation. 

Local mixed feed shipers are not buy- 
ing important lots and take offerings o1 ly 
as they need them. There is a little sell- 
ing for March shipment, but this trade is 
‘very light. Nobody seems tv want to 
have an important amount on hand, and 
there is no speculative trade. 

One trouble with the market is that 
prices are somewhat out of line. As a 
rule, the crushers do a liberal business 
with farmers and feeders in Missouri and 
surrounding territory, but the price of 
corn and other grain is comparatively 
low and the demand for meal naturally 
is small. As a rule, the roads have been 
in bad shape lately, too, and in prefer- 
ence to delivering grain and bringing 
back meal the farmers will feed the grain 
to stock. The average farmer does not 
consider the worth of feed on the caloric 
oer protein basis, but merely the value per 
pound, and at present the situation is 
against free trading in meal.

There is no complaint offered regarding 
ear service. 

Prices are unchanged. A slump in the 
meal market offset the decline in flax 
prices, and the crushers are generally 
asking firm prices for their oil. None of 
them have a surplus to press the market 
with and some are unable to promise as 
freely as the trade wants to buy. This 
is not so true of the present week as it 
was a short, time ago.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


With the trade assured that the gov- 
ernment price on cottonseed oil will be 
maintained until the end of the crop 
year, it is now a question of how much 
can be consumed and exported before 
August 1. The fact that the largest 
consumers, the lard substitute manu- 
facturers, have a large portion of the 
supply makes it certain that they will do 
all in their power to hold up consump- 
the figures. Just what improvements is 
to be expected in the export situation 
is still a matter of doubt. The lower 
priced vegetable oils from the Orient 
will enter into even more keen compe- 
tition with cottonseed abroad than in 
this country. The refiners are trying 
to do their buying of crude where the 
pressure to sell is the greatest, and 
crushers have been asked to report the 
amount of seed on hand, the stocks of 
crude oil on hand, unsold and their 
total storage capacity for crude oil. 
There will be every effort made to re- 
lieve congested mills, and in general 
every support that the government can 
give will be extended to the cottonseed 
oil market. It is not to be disguised 
that the price as fixed is away above 
what the oil would be worth in an open 
market, and with a large supply on 
hand the question of maintaining this 
price for months to come is a difficult 
one, even with all the support the gov- 
ernment can give, and with consumers 
and producers working in perfect har- 
mony. It is not to be denied that a 
congested condition exists in many sec- 
tions of the south, and there is still a 
good deal of cottonseed waiting to be 
crushed. The public naturally has lit- 
tle interest in the market under exist- 
ing conditions. Producers hope that if 
there is a large carry-over at the end 
of the season the government will con- 
tinue to give some sort of support to 
the market. If there should be the 
great reduction in cotton acreage that 
is talked of the situation would be less 
serious. In the past, however, organized 
movements to reduce cotton acreage 
have never been particularly successful.

terated oil in this country that the good 
old Latin expression “caveat emptor” 
certainly has a real meaning in this 
market. In spite of the fact that the 
demand is light, and that there is little 
doubt but that there Will be a lower 
price this summer than that of today; 
many importers claim that there is go- 
ing to be a real shortage of pure oil in 
the no distant future. This depends, 
of course, upon the demand. If there 
was a normal demand in sight this 
would undoubtedly be the case, but with 
a lower price ahead consumers will 
probably continue to buy very conser- 
vatively. The highest class oil is being 
offered for April delivery at 18c. f. 0. b. 
coast, and this price seems to be the 
outside. Of course, consumers are g0o- 
ing to be very careful from now on 
about the character of the oil they buy; 
and it is hardly to be expected that 
there will be as much adulterated stuff 
dumped on this country in the future 
as there was in the past. The specula- 
tion in wood oil encouraged the adult- 
erators, and there is very little of this 
speculation going on now. 

COCOANUT OIL.—Speculative hold- 
ers were said to be controlling the mar- 
ket, while producers and importers 
were striving to maintain a condition 
that would react upon lower selling. The 
attitude of the producer was ‘also de- 
scribed as one of withholding offerings. 
Reports are insistent that stocks in pro- 
ducers’ and importers’ hands are high. 
A total of 1,000 tons of Ceylon was 
bought for export at a figure said to 
have been 15%c. per pound f. a. s. New 
York, prompt shipment. A party re- 
ported that the price was 15%c., and 
some persons were found crediting this 
version. A shipment of Manila 5-acid, 
in sellers’ tanks, was reported sold for 
export at from 12c. to 12%c. Inquiry 
for oil, 50 tons, by a North American 
government, was also reported; edible 
oil desired. The latter interest was 
reported to be a frequent buyer of 
American vegetable oils. Effort to get 
more restrictions removed, with an ap- 
peal on the floor of Congress as a late 
happening, is interesting people in this 
market. 

Information from London has reached 
the trade that the fixed price of cocoa- 
nut oil, crude, has been reduced £10; 
it is now £50 per ton. Ceylon domestic, 
barrels, New York, is on a basis of 
13%c.; prices at the Pacific Coast are 
11@12c., sellers’ tanks; Cochin domes- 
tic, barrels, New York, is 16%@tli7c.; 
Cochin domestic, in sellers’ tanks, 15%c. 
The tendency on the coast is to shade 
to the point that is regarded necessary 
to develop business, said a local repre- 
sentative of a Western firm. ; 

CORN OIL.—The market is quiet, 
prices not receding or advancing. The 
quotation on crude products in barrels 
is 12c., New York, a decline that set 
in prior to the period passed. This oil, 
which was one of those to be unaffect- 
ed for so long a time, hit a decline 
some weeks ago. The effort to ob- 
tain export business has been partici- 
pated in by a number of new factors. 
One of the features of the past weeks 
has been the opening of new plants in 
the refining field, which strengthens 
the opinion that business for many new 
factors will be available. An encour- 
aging feature is the sentiment said to 
be shared by a number of people that 
oils which gained a foothold with the 
ban on olive oil will not be affected by 
the incoming olive oil. Refined product 
is on a basis of 16%c. in barrels f. a. s. 
New York. Crude is offering in sellers’ 
tanks, Western city, at 10%c. 

COPRA.—The copra situation has 
been listless during the week, but with 
the movement of cocoanut oil now un- 
der way on a larger scale, it is expected 
that crushers will be soon receptive 
again. Higher prices for this com- 
modity on the other side of the At- 
lantic continue. What demand will de- 
velop and the possibilities of exporting 
from primary markets which supply 
the United States, will soon be known. 
Barriers have operated to curtail ship- 
ments to New York. The Dutch are 
now shipping here freely, and agitation 
for shipments from other markets will 
meet with success is the hope ex- 
pressed. In bags at New York the 
price of South Sea stocks 6@6%c.; at 
the Pacific Coast, 54%@5%c. A sale of 
copra at 5%c., bags, New York, was 
said to have been composed of‘ stock 
not up to contract. 

There were 62,000 short tons of this 
product in the United States on Janu- 
ary 1 this year; January 1, 1918, 45,000 
tons. A government source is author- 
ity for the above figures, and also that 
89,000 tons were in the States on July 1 
last year. 

Word has been received from London 
of a reduction in the price of this com- 
modity.

LARD OIL.—An easy market rules. 
A holder of prime lard, commercial, 
said he did not expect any spurt in 
business until peace terms found 
agreement among the nations. The re- 
sumption of industries, which were sus- 
pended during the war, or limited as 
to production-capacity, has not taken 
place on as large a scale as desired, 
and some factories, it is said, have not 
reached the first stage of readjustment. 
This is partly due to the price-unset- 
tlements. Demand for this oil is 
expected to increase when de- 
velopments, now lagging, have oc- 
curred. It is a question of a short 
time when improvement will be noted, 
explained a holder. To strengthen his 
argument, he pointed to the display of 
activity on the part of building inter- 
ests, who are now banded together in 
certain sections of the country to boost 
resumption of building. 


Quotations in oil range from 85c. to 
$1.50, according to quality 
Edible product is quoted at $2.10 per 
gallon. Prices are quoted at New York. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—The neatsfoot oil 
situation has been unmarked by 
activity, for demand has continued to 
be light. The buyer of this oil has been 
confronted with complex situations in 
the conduct of business, and until the 
return to normal conditions is ac- 
complished, an increased demand is not 
possible, said a holder. Twenty-degree 
oil is quoted at $1.90 per gallon; 30 de- 
grees, $1.70; 40 degrees, $1.60; lower 
grades, 85c. to $1.45; all New York 
basis. 


OLEO OIL.—Weakness has developed 
in this market, and lack of permits to 
send stock to neutrals is assigned as a 
chief reason. “We cannot get license 
to bring oleo stock into foreign ports, 
and the stiff competition of Buenos 
Aires is adding to the disappointment,” 
explained a local holder. Quotations 
are 27%@29%c. A total of 5,552,790 
pounds of oil was exported from this 
country in January, 1919; as against 
1,045,503 pounds in January, 1918. In- 
terest was centered in government 
figures which showed that there was 
16,000,000 pounds of this oil in the 
United States on January 1, this year, 
and 44,000,000 pounds January 1, 1918. 


Information from a reliable source in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, was to the 
effect that trouble in that country was 
not an economic one. It was said that 
this interpretation, if correct, seems to 
favor a settlement that will not involve 
a change in economic system, and one 
that will mean a normal condition is, to 
return upon a_ settlement of labor 
troubles, said a person who claims that 
the danger of Argentina competition 
with the United States in the market 
Was aS grave as ever. 

RED OIL.—The market has been 
displaying a fairly good undertone, 
steadiness in general featuring. The 
lack of outlet, or restrictions of outlets 
in some instances, are interfering with 
an improvement, explained a_ holder. 
Domestic demand has not been active 
lately, but improvement has been reg- 
istered in general trading conditions by 
export.

PALM KERNEL.—The palm kernel oil mar- 
ket showed no change during the week. There 
has been practically no business of conse- 
quence in this commodity for some time now.

PEANUT OIL.—White deodorized peanut oil 
was quoted on the Chicago market this week 
at 20%@20%c., with little or no business being 
transacted. There were no quotations on the 
oriental grades or domestic peanut oil.

West. There was little business of any kind, 
and aside from a fair inquiry and the sales 
reported, the market was inactive. 


F. sity Acids. 


Little change took place in the Chicago 
fatty acids market, price quotations being just 
about where they were last week, with slight 
prospects that they would go either up or 
down. Cocoanut oil fatty acids continued to 
range around 8%c., with the same figures 
prevailing for soya bean fatty acids in the 
inferior grades. However, some dealers were 
asking as high as 10%c. for soya bean fatty 
acids, and practically the same price was 
made for corn oil fatty acids No. 1, while for 
No. 2 corn oil fatty acids the range was 
around 9c.

developing into a positively steady turn. 
Manufacturers and holders are in a hurry 
to unload their cargo, owing to the growing 
tightness of the money market, and their 
difficulty in renewing loans with bankers. 
Although it ts believed it will be some time 
before the market is threatened with a 
glut, its moral effect is felt and every at- 
tempt on the part of holders to stiffen the 
market fails. The standard grade is now 
quoted at 20.20 yen per case. 

LINSEED OIlL-—Is unchanged at 29 yen 
per case. Although demand ig falling off 
with the depression in manufacturing lines, 
the stock in the market is not very large. 

PEANUT OIL-——Is exceedingly dull and 
inactive. It is quoted nominally at 31 yen 
per picul, Holders apparently hoped to see 
the resumption of export business with the 
United States with the restoration of trade 
regulations, but that country has not yet 
shown any interest in this oil. Moreover, 
owing to the retention of peanuts in the list 
of restricted imports, the price of the raw 
material is slumping and the oil trade is 
menaced with a similar slump. 

SESAME SEED OIL—Is in waning de- 
mand, but the price ia maintained well, ow- 
ing to holders’ strong attitude. The best 
grade is quoted at 26.50 yen per case, 
while the lowest grade is offered at 23.80 
yen per case. The shortage is visible cargo 
is a good pretext for seliers to hold gut for 
the ruling prices. 

SOYA BEAN OIL—Has picked up slightly 
since last report, and, at Dairen, oil millers 
have breathed easily, but now again the 
market is relapsing, owing to the heaviness 
of the export market. The price is nomi- 
nally kept to the level of 18 yen per case. 

WHALE OIL—Is very steady as the pro- 
duction here does not increase in keeping 
with demand.

VEGETABLE OIL 


Production and Methods of Increasing 


Output Discussed by Experts. 
Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


Suggested ways of producing more fate 
and oils are being impressed* upon the 
vegetable oil industry, and consumers by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, through the Bureau of Chemistry, 
following an extensive survey of the pre- 
war situation and war-time conditions 
made in co-operation with the interde- 
partmental committee on fats and oils 
and the fats and oils division of the 
United States Food Administration which 
guided all the war-time activities in 
these lines. 

Particular emphasis is laid on the in- 
creased recognition given to peanut oil. 
Every kind of oil and fat produced in the 
United States, both vegetable and animal, 
is discussed, and in many cases means 
are pointed out of increasing the supply 
either by producing larger quantities of 
the raw material or by better methods of 
recovering. 

Cottonseed oil, the production of which 
is several times larger than the produc- 
tion of all other vegetable oils in the 
United States, receives rather lengthy 
treatment with suggestions for increasing 
the supply, the use of only good seeds, 
better methods of storing at the gins, 
crude mills and refineries, and the use of 
more efficient extraction methods. 

The importance of peanut oil is dis- 
cussed as well as castor, coconut, co- 
quito, corn, grape seed, linseed, mustard 
seed, olive, palm kernel, rapeseed, sesame, 
shea nut, soy bean, sunflower seed, bone 
grease, cod and cod liver oil, garbage 
grease, herring oil, lard, menhaden oil, 
neat’s foot oil, neutral lard, oleo stock, 
packers’ and renderers’ greases, sperm 
oil, tallow, whale oil, wool grease and re- 
covered grease, 


Castor-Seed Production in Madras in 
1917-1918. 


With reference to the production of 
castor seed in the Madras Presidency, the 
Madras Serer tment of Agriculture for 
the year 1917-18 says :— 

“There has been a steadily increasing 
demand for castor seed and oil during the 
year. It is required in Great Britain as 
a* lubricant for airplane engines, and is 
being used on an increasing scale in In- 
ia for lubrication and for burning in 
place of mineral oils, which have become 
scarce owing to the lack of freight for 
their import from Burma. 


“Owing to buying for export being con- 
trolled by the government, the price at 
first rose only slowly from $3.97 per bag 
of 165 pounds in July, 1917, to $5.03 in 
January, 1918, and $5.60 in June. This 
small increase is not likely to stimulate 
greatly increased sowings for 1918-19, in 
view of the high prices of cotton and 
grains. However, all restrictions on buy- 
ing castor were removed in July, with 
the result that the price rapidly rose and 
is now about $11.03 per bag.” 


By-Products Plant on St. Paul Island 
Will Be Operated at Top Speed 
This Year. 


The Bureau of Fisheries reports that 
considerable work has been done in re- 
spect to plans for operating the by-prod- 
ucts plant on St. Paul Island in 1919. 
The transportation of approximately 10,- 
000 carcasses from Northeast Point to 
the plant, a distance of about 12 miles, 
is a serious problem. Four miles of this 
road is through soft sand, which experi- 
ence has demonstrated cannot be tra- 
versed by motor trucks, and the use of 
caterpillar tractors is being considered. 
Upon an estimated basis of 2 gallons of 
oil, at $1.25 per gallon, and an average 
of 20 pounds of meal, at $0.0225 per 
pound, per carcass, the total gross value 
of each carcass will be $2.95, or $29,500 
for the 10,000 carcasses at Northeast 
Point. 

The average weight of each carcass is 
about 90 pounds; and as the active kill- 
ing season lasts only about six weeks, it 
is computed that at least 15 tons of car- 
casses must be hauled each working day 
from Northeast Point.

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LAND LEASE BILL 
PASSES THE HOUSE 


Once More Mooted Disposal of 
Oil Lands Goes to Senate. 


Washington, March 1, 1918. 

A letter from Secretary Daniels, of the 
Navy, protesting against the provisions of 
the coal, oil and phosphate lands leasing 
bill, as reported by the conferees of the 
Senate and House, as they relate to the 
naval oil reserves, was read to the Senate 
late Thursday and threatened to interfere 
with the final agreement on that measure. 
The letter was read to the Senate by Sen- 
ator Swanson, of Virginia, chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. It 
was under the date of February 27, and 
Secretary Daniels said he wrote it to cor- 
rect an impression that he approved of 
the leasing bill as now drawn. The letter 
said: 

“[ understand that a statement has 
been made by some member of Congress 
that the Attorney General and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy favor the land legis- 
lation reported by the Conference Com- 
mittee on Public Lands of the_ two 
Houses. You know my position all the 
time has been that while not opposing the 
leasing bill, which I favor, 1 have op- 
posed incorporating any provision with 
reference to the naval reserves in such 
legislation. I do not favor the bill that 
has been agreed upon; I do not think it 
is just to the government, and while it is 
better so far as the naval reserves are 
concerned, than the original bill, my at- 
titude is that the naval reserves ought 
not to be touched by legislation, but 
ought to be settled by the courts. 

“{ did agree with the Attorney General 
and the Secretary of the Interior upon a 
provision some time ago that would pro- 
tect the naval reserves and would confer 
upon the President the power to operate 
the going wells. I did this because I did 
not wish to assume to be standing in the 
way of the passage of legislation of im- 
portance, which I favored, and I write 
you because I hope will correct the 
impression that 1 have changed in my 
attitude. I believe that the naval inter- 
ests require that whatever in the naval 
reserves belongs to the navy by law 
should go to the navy, though the final 
matter should be settled by the courts, 
unless the provision referred to, which the 
Attorney General and myself agreed to 
some time ago, is incorporated. I think 
it would be a great mistake to go further 
than that. I will be glad # you will 
make my position known.” 

The reading of this letter came after 
the House adopted the conference report 
on the leasing bill for the second time, by 
un overwhelming vote. It was a_ shock 
to the supporters of the leasing bill in 
the Senate, who feared that with this 
controversy cropping out at the last mo- 
ment it would be impossible to put the 
bill through before the close of the pres- 
ent session. Senators Pittman, of Nevada, 
and Shafroth, of Colorado, who have been 
making the fight for the adoption of the 
conference report in the Senate, both de- 
nounced the letter of Secretary Daniels. 

President Wilson happened to be at the 
Capitol interviewing various Senators 
about the legislative situation and Sen- 
ator Pittman and Senator Shafroth rushed 
out to consult with him and to urge him 
to straighten out this trouble over the 
leasing bill.

Government and Company Officials 
Compiling Data to Be Available 


at Peace Conference. 
Washington, Feb 28, 1919. 

Government officials and oil interests 
hrre expect soon to hold a_ conference 
over a compilation of laws, decrees and 
exchange of messages concerning the 
Mexican oil tax affecting foreign invest- 
ments, holdings and developments. This 
will also include a synopsis of the 
French and_ British notes, protesting 
against the Mexican petroleum tax and 
the replies received from the Mexican 
Government. 

The Mexican oil problem is expected 
to be brought up at the Peace Confer- 
ence, and in that event the compilation, 
which is now practically completed, show- 
ing the chronological stages of negotia- 
tions to protect American, French and 
British interests in the Mexican oil 
fields, will be available for use at the 
peace table. 

Particular attention is now being paid 
to the contention, said to be shown in 
the compilation, that expulsion of foreign 
interests is optional with President Car- 
ranza under the new constitution, which 
is said to provide that he may oust “any 
foreigner when he may deem such action 
expedient.” . 

The decree of President Carranza im- 
posing new charges on oil lands is “of an 
arbitratory and confiscatory character,” 
according to the latest British note. The 
French document is said to cha that 
the new system of taxation “gravely 
jeopardizes the existence” of some foreign 
oil concerns. These notes have not yet 
been made public.

GASOLINE STANDARDS. 


Division Head Asks All State 
Governors to Co-operate in Ob- 
taining Uniform Specifica- 


tions. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 28, 1919. 


In a campaign to bring the specifica- 
tions for gasoline standards in the vari- 
ous states into closer agreement with 
the standard specifications recently adopt- 
ed by the committee appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson, Mark L. Requa, Director- 
General of the Oil Division of the Fuel 
Administration, has sent a circular letter 
to the Governors of all the States, asking 
co-operation with his office. 

In this letter he says that if a common 
standard can be reached the public will 
get a much better service. This letter is 
as follows :— 

The Committee on Standardization of Pe- 
troleum Specifications has been for months 
investigating the question of specifications for 
gasoline and other petroleum products. We 
believe we have had the most expert authori- 
lies in the country in consultation, and we 
are gradually developing a series of standards 
which are being put out in bulletin form. 

If a common standard were adopted, such 
as that set up by the Committee on Stand- 
ardization of Petroleum Specifications, both 
as to methods of test and quality, there is no 
doubt but that the public would be much 
better served. Might I request, therefore, your 
co-oper :.ion in bringing about such a result? 
You wil note that the committee conducting 
this work was created under a Presidential 
order, and that its findings are binding upon 
every governmental department. It is per- 
haps one of the most sweeping orders that 
the President issued during the war period. 
The Fuel Administration has probably. but a 
short life, but you will: note that the Com- 
mittee on Standardization of Petroleum 
Specifications is to continue in existence six 
months after the Fuel Administration ceases 
its activities.

OIL FROM SHALE. 


Establishment of Plant Necessitates 
Large Capital, and Much Engi- 


neering and Technical Skill. 


distillation of oil shale 
became an industry in Scotland in the 
early sixties, and has been a firmly es- 
tablished industry there ever since. The 
oil-shale industry has also been an estab- 
lished one in France for quite a number 
of years. At the present time there are 
no commercial shale operations in this 
country, although there is a great amount 
of activity, particularly in the States of 
Colorado, Utah, and Nevada, where there 
are large and easily accessible deposits of 
rich oil shale, and where geographic and 
transportation conditions are such as to 
favor the production of oil in these States. 
There are also large deposits of bitum- 
inous or oil shales in other parts of the 
country, and the United States geological 
survey has issued a number of publica- 
tions describing these deposits. 

A study of figures dealing with the pro- 
duction and consumption of crude oil in- 
dicates the fact that hydrocarbon oils 
must soon be obtained elsewhere than 
from the oil wells of this country, hence 
it seems highly probable’ that the oil- 
shale industry will become firmly estab- 
lished in favorably situated localities, 

It can readily be understood that not 
only the quantity of oil, but also the qual- 
ity which it is possible to obtain from any 
given oil shale will be in a large degree 
dependent upon the methods and condi- 
tions used in retorting. This makes the 
absolute determination of oil in an oil 
shale impossible, and hence oil shales can 


The destructive 


not be “analyzed” as are gold, copper, or 
iron ores. The practice in Scotland has 
been to use a tall, slender, circular retort, 
the broken shale being fed in at the top 
through a suitable sealed valve, and the 
spent shale discharged at the bottom of 
the retort. The Scottish shales are rather 
low in oil, averaging about 23 gallons 
per ton, whereas they are much higher 
than our shales in nitrogen, yielding about 
60 to 70 pounds per ton of ammonium 
sulphate. 

In this country, where our most favor- 
able shale deposits at the present time 
are very much richer in oil, but contain 
much less nitrogen than the Scottish 
shales, it may prove advantageous to 
neglect more or less the ammonia produc- 
tion and to increase the capacity of a 
plant by shortening the time and tem- 
perature of heating. 

Theoretically, all the products now ob- 
tained from both crude petroleum and 
from coal-tar are possible from shale oils. 
The Scottish operators have never made 
many different products from their shale 
oil, marketing it as motor spirit, naphtha, 
burning oil, gas and fuel oil, lubricating 
oil and paraffin wax. This is probably 
largely due to the fact that they have 
well-established markets for these prod- 
ucts, and for this reason find it more 
profitable to confine themselves to them. 
It must be realized that no little skill and 
experience will be necessary in making 
many different marketable products from 
shale oil. 

Reliable general estimates of the cost 
of oil-shale operations can not be made, 
“as most of these costs are dependent 
largely upon local and individual condi- 
tions. Some of the shale deposits are such 
that the shale can be mined with a steam 
shovel. This, of course, is a much cheaper 
method of mining than the stope and pil- 
lar method or other methods where the 
shale must be brought from under ground. 
Thirty-five cents per ton is considered by 
some as a reasonable figure for average 
steam shovel mining, and $1.15 per ton 
as an average figure for underground min- 
ing. 

It costs in round numbers about 10 
cents per barrel to “top” crude oil; that 
is, to take the gasoline off crude oil, mak- 
ing a residual fuel. It seems reasonable 
to believe that shale oil can be handled 
at about the same cost. It costs about 
seven-tenths of 1 cent per pound of am- 
monium sulphate to produce this chemical 
from oil-shale plants in Scotland. 

It must be realized that the production 
of oil from oil shale is in fact a large, 
low-grade manufacturing proposition 
rather than the application of an intricate 
chemical process, and that for oil-shale 
operations to be commercially successful 
a large amount of capital, and engineer- 
ing and technical ability will be necessary.

GAS ORDER MODIFIED. 


Fuel Administration Removes Limit- 
ations on Consumption of Natural 


Product Because of Mild 
Weather. 


Washington, March 3, 1919. 

Modification of the natural gas order 
in the Central West has been announced 
by the Oil Division of the United States 
Fuel Administration. On account of the 
prevailing mild weather and the lateness 
of the season, the Fuel Administration 
has decided upon such favorable action 
upon the application for the modification 
of an order issued on:December 12. This 
order limited to preferred classes the 
supply of natural gas during the winter 
months in communities of Ohio and In- 
diana, dependent on the supply of the Lo- 
gan Natural Ges and Fuel Company. 

This action is also the result of a hear- 
ing held in Pittsburgh on February 17, 
at which no decision was reached because 
the company through whose mains the 
gas supply flows was unprepared to fur- 
nish an estimate of the surplus supply 
which they claimed to have available. 
This estimate has since been furnished. 

The order just issued modifies and 
amends the order of December 12 as fol- 
lows :- 

Natura! gas may be distributed for 
trial purposes to consumers 
lower class than class 3 out of 
surplus available throughout the various com- 
munities served by the above companies, to be 
distributed equitably to consumers desiring 
same However, it is expressly directed that 
in the event of the pressure at either Rich- 
mond, Ind., or Muncie, Ind., falling below 
twenty-five pounds, or in the event the 
Weather, Bureau a material drop in 
temperature that would create a demand by 
domestic consumers for all of the available 
supply, then the distribution to such indus 
trial consumers, not only in class 4 but those 
in 3 and 2, if necessary, shall be discontinued 
immediately and shall not be resumed as to 
class 4 until, and unless, the pre ‘ 
aforesaid cities shall have he 
twenty-five pounds for at le 
hours, and the weather conditions 
resumption of such distribution 

fhe Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Company 
is directed to advise promptly all of the re- 
spective companies to which it furnishes gas, 
of any conditions, including weather forecasts, 
that will probably result in curtailing the 
quantity of gas so supplied to them.

gallons, of which the largest amount—184,598,470 

was shipped to Canada. The next largest 
iotal was sent to Cuba, 8,593,530 gallons, although 
this was some 2,500,000 gallons less than 1917 
and nearly 5,000,000 gallons less than 1916. The 
Canada shipments, however, were approximately 
45,000,000 gallons in excess of the 1917 total. 

Very heavy gains were registered in the ship- 
ments of fuel and gas oil during the year, with totals 
of 1,200,805,865 gallons, as compared with 
1,123,473,047 gallons in 1917 and 957,602,259 
gallons in 1916. Of this amount the United King- 
dom took 713,729,690 gallons last year; 725,- 
332,130 gallons in 1917 and 442,116,324 gallons 
in 1916. Canada took 339,270,762 gallons in 
1918, 219,176,980 gallons in 1917 and 188,- 
902,821 gallons in 1916. 

Illuminating oil overseas exports continued the 
decline begun with the lessening of demand in the 
Far East and with the more general adoption of 
dectricity. The totals for the three years were:— 
1918, 491,109,815 gallons; 1917, 858,156,487 
gallons; 1916, 854,688,404 gallons. Of the ship- 
ments the United Kingdom took the greatest amount, 
or 163,549,730 gallons. 

Lubricants totaled 257,315,632 gallons for the 
year 1918, 280,437,663 gallons in 1917 and 
260,805,939 gallons in 1916. The valuation, 
however, shows a heavy increase:—1918, $75,- 
601,939; 1917, $57,564,864; 1916, $43,- 
027,371. 

Gasoline shipments displayed an extraordinary 
gain, although the demand for motor fuel for war 
purposes readily explains this situation. The ship-

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Today the condition of affairs in the Gulf Coastal 
sections of Texas and Louisiana are such that in 
the latter production so far overshadows possible dis- 
tribution that the pipelines have shut down receiving 
much more than 15,000 barrels of crude oil a week, 
with the result that many wells have been shut in. 
In addition to this there is a feeling on the part of 
the producers of the Texas and Louisiana fields that 
there is danger of still another decline in the price 
of heavy crude oils, a feeling which took the form of 
a meeting of producers last week, at which the 
principal topic of discussion was the prevention of a 
still further reduction in the quoted prices and the 
establishment of a system of differentials which 
should protect the producers of the older fields from 
the inroads of new oil from Hull and West Colum- 
bia—the latter district got a 5,000-barrel well this 
week—-simply on the ground that the men in the 
older fields had paid heavily for pipeline and similar 
facilities and were entitled to consideration on this 
account. ‘Their position seems logical under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Still further interest was aroused early in the week 
by the action of the principal buyer of heavy Heald- 
ton and Corsicana crude oil in slashing the price 
perpendicularly 25 cents a barrel, which would make 
the new price of Healdton oil $1.20 a barrel, while 
Corisicana crude is slashed to $1.05 for the same 
quantity. 

This new shift affects approximately 40,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil a day, principally purchased by one 
company. ‘There is more or less of an over-supply 
of heavy crudes on the market. The Caddo district 
and Pine Island in particular cannot get rid of the 
oil in sight and now shut in simply because there 
are not sufficient pipeline facilities to take care of 
it. The search and the new work in the North 
Louisiana fields is in the light oil districts of Caddo 
and other Louisiana parishes, while the heavy oil 
centers are standing pat in the hope of new refineries 
and new pipelines to accommodate the flow of oil 
from the wells. The condition in the Healdton- 
Corsicana district is not the same, although similar, 
for with the reduction of the demands of the Govern- 
ment for fuel oil—which can be obtained in prac- 
tically unlimited amounts from Mexico—a surplus 
of this commodity has been tanked in the fields with 
the result that heavy oils are a drug on that particular 
market—and down go prices. For the first time 
since the beginning of the war the law of supply and 
demand is working in an approximately normal man- 
ner. The further result is that already steps have 
been taken to influence legislation to shut out from 
competition with American oils the low grade heavy 
crudes of Mexico, which during the past few years 
in particular has been a sharp competitor of the 
Americar product. 

There has also been an unusual amount of new 
production and of new work in the other fields of 
the country, due in large measure to the open winter, 
and, while the roads have been in fearful condition 
and new work has been slowed up in consequence, 
the totals for January and February give indication 
of what may result in production and new work 
records during the year 1919. 

The usual field report summaries, etc., appear 
herewith :— 


Eastern Fields. 


There was a slight slump in both the new work 
and new production totals in the high-grade fields 
east of the Mississippi River during the interval with 
149 completions, as against 164 for the previous 
week, and 5,030 barrels of new oil produced, as 
compared with 6,040 for the week before. Ken- 
tucky still heads the list with 60 completions, six of 
which were dry, and 4,125 barrels of new output. 
West Virginia had 36 completions, 12 of which 
were gassers and 9 dry, and 126 barrels of new 
production. Southeastern Ohio with 19 completions 
got 230 barrels of oil, with seven dusters Pennsyl- 
vania with 11 completions had three gassers, three 
dusters and 74 barrels of new production; while In- 
diana got two oil wells with a total of 205 barrels. 
The biggest well of the two was of 200 barrels in 


Princeton. Kentucky had a number of good ones. 
Lee county, for example, had this string: 250, 300, 
350, 100, 300, 300, 300, 300—and the other 
wells ranged from 25 to 75 barrels output each. 
Allen county got one of 150 and one of 100 barrels 
with some small ones. The biggest well in Penn- 
sylvania was of 40 barrels initial capacity in Beaver 
county. 
W yoming. 

There is nothing of importance to record for the 
period in the fields of Wyoming. Winter has this 
territory in its grasp, and the result is a stoppage of 
new work, and a general inertia, although some of 
the larger producing companies are planning for the 
Spring’s work. 

California. 

The January production figures from California 
show an increase, as compared with December, and 
despite the gradual decline over the past two years 
in field work the output of oil still holds to a high 
level. The January average output per day is higher 
than for either 1917 or 1918, although the outgo 
of oil from. stocks in storage continues very heavy, 
and there were but 28,737,582 barrels in stock at 
the close of January, as compared with 60,000,000 
barrels in 1915. The total production for January 
was 8,740,471 barrels, a daily average of 281,951 
barrels, or 4,150 barrels a day more than Decem- 
ber. Shipments totaled 9,148,255 barrels, a daily 
average of 295,105 barrels. The stocks on Janu- 
ary | were 29,143,368 barrels, showing a decrease 
of 407,786 barrels for the month of January. 


Canada. 


The principal activity reported from Canada. is 
the shallow sand field of Mosa in Middlesex county, 
where the area drilled over is approximately 2,000 
acres and where the production is close to 20,000 
barrels of crude a month. This field in 1918 pro- 
duced about 110,000 barrels of oil. In northern 
Alberta there is drilling being carried on at High 
prairie, in what is supposed to be the connecting 
link between the Peace River and the Viking fields. 
There is little activity in the old Tilbury gas field 
in southern Ontario. 


Gulf Coast. 


There has been an increase in active work in the 
fields of the Gulf Coastal division during the period, 
due to the fact that many of the tests shut down 
because of the weather and the mud have resumed 
operations, and also because West Columbia and 
Hull came in with 7,500 barrels of new production 
out of the total of 8,855 barrels, which was an in- 
crease of 6,755 barrels over the previous week. The 
balance, 1,355 barrels, was divided as follows: 
Edgerly, 150; Vinton, 150; Goose Creek, 315; 
Humble, 160; Saratoga, 55; Sour Lake, 275; 
Spindletop, 205; wildcats, 40 barrels. There were 
281 drilling wells and rigs up at the end of the week, 
as against 271 for the previous report. - The best 
well of the week was in West Columbia with an 
initial production of 5,000 barrels, while in Hull 
there was one well of 2,000 and one of 500 barrels. 
The average daily production for the fields was 62,- 
925 barrels, with Goose Creek in the lead with 22,- 
000; Humble second with 9,500; West Columbian, 
8,200; Vinton, 3,800. Sour Lake had 7,500 bar- 
rels. The new West Columbia well places this 
district in second place. The daily production is 
showing a steady increase. 

Mid-Continent. 

The feature of the week in the Kansas-Oklahoma 
fields is the perpendicular reduction by the principal 
purchaser of Healdton and Corsicana crudes of 25 
cents a barrel, making the quotation for Healdton 
$1.20 and that for Corsicana heavy $1.05 a barrel. 
The higher grades of these crudes are not affected 
by the change in quotation. The over-supply of fuel 
oil in the market is the alleged: reason for the shift.

the total being 18,630 barrels. The daily average 
production of the field was 34,370 barrels, of which 
amount 5,815 barrels was De Soto and Red River 
light oil and 9,925 barrels of Caddo oil. The result 
of the taboo on heavy oil shipments has been re- 
newed interest in the light oil territory in the Bull 
Bayou district of De Soto and Red River; the Peli- 
can district in Sabine parish; the Logansport district 
in De Soto and the Bethany district in Caddo.

STOCK SCHEMES 


Will Cooperate with Other Gov- 
emment Bodies to Frustrate 
“Blue Sky’’ Propositions. 


Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 

The entire machinery of the Federal 
Trade Commission has been set in motion 
ina nation-wide campaign of cooperation 
with the Treasury Department to frus- 
trate bogus and highly speculative stock 
issues and transactions. Such action has 
been forecast in news reports and in edi- 
torials by the Reporter during its crusade 


t stock issues of questionable value, 
has had the hearty support of Mark 
L, Requa, the director-general of the Oil 
Division of the U. S. Fuel Administration. 

The present activity of the Federal 
Trade Commission has been prompted 
especially by the purpose to protect the 
Liberty Loan bond issues from the de- 
signs of unscrupulous stock salesmen and 
promoters who have planned extensive 
campaigns to swap worthless securities— 
especially oil stock—for the Liberty 
Bonds which carry the guarantee of the 
U. &. Government. 

Immediate use of the powers conferred 
on the Federal Trade Commission by Con- 
gress to prevent unfair methods of com- 
petition in interstate commerce, to curb 
“Blue Sky” practices of misrepresentation 
in the sale of stocks and securities, was 
urged of the commission at a public hear- 
ing by representatives of the Treasury De- 
partment, Capital Issues Committee and 
Federal Reserve Board. 

The commission was asked to employ 
{ts authority in co-operation with the 
Treasury Department and others, es- 
pecially at this time to protect the great 
numbers of Liberty Bond and War Sav- 
ings Stamp holders subject to the offer- 
ings of inferior stocks by unscrupulous 
promoters. In a public statement the 
commission said that it is appreciated 
that holders of government war securi- 
ties “are being sought out by stock pro-

Gas Struck in English Drilling Opera- 
tions, But No Oil, Fuel Admin- 


istration Officially States. 
Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 

Cable dispatches to newspapers of this 
country stating that oil had been found 
in England were of great interest to the 
industry here, especially because it is a 
distinctly American organization that is 
drilling for this oil, using all American 
machinery. Because of the keen interest 
in this country the Petroleum Division 
of the Bureau of Mines and the Oil Di- 
vision of the Fuel Administration cabled

for more detailed and 
formation to W. E. Perdue, who is in

States Government establishments. 

Mr. Perdue has cabled back that gas 
has been found in quantities, but that oil 
has not yet been struck. Based on this 
message the Fuel Administration has 
issued the following statement :— 

The United States Fuel Administration has 
received information by cable concerning the 
reported discovery of oil in England. The 
cable advices were to the effect that consider- 


able gas had been found, but no oil had yet 
been struck. 

The well is being drilled near Chester- 
field, in Derbyshire county. In charge of 
this work is Victor L. O’Connaghan, for- 
merly of the Petroleum Division of the 
Bureau of Mines. 


Mexican Producing and Refining 
Co, Organized by Norwegian Capi- 
tal to Start Drilling in Potrero 
Field. 


Tampico, Mex., Feb. 1919. 

Norwegian capital, operating under the 
name of the Mexican Producing and ,Re- 
fining Company., has acquired oil leases 
on tracts of land in the Potrero de la Is- 
leta field, and will begin drilling the first 
well soon. The company is headed by 
Thv. Chappelen, Norwegian consul for 
this district, and president of the Tampico 
Loan and Trust Company. Mr. Chappe- 
len recently made a trip to Norway, 
where he succeeded in interesting large 
capital in the proposed industry. 

The organization of the original com- 
pany, called the Tamaulipas Oil Com- 
pany, which was incorporated under the 
laws of Maryland, followed. It was 
found necessary, however, to reincorpo- 
rate under the laws of Mexico, and this 
has been done by creating the Mexican

Producing and Refining Company. The 
mew corporation has a capital of $15,- 


000,000, and it enters the Mexico oil in- 
dustry with the view of becoming a large 
producer of crude petroleum. It will aosl 
build a large oil refinery. 


Independent Producers of Heavy 
Crude Start Movement for Import 
Duty on Mexican Crude. 


A movement has been started among 
the small independent heavy’ gravity 
crude oil producers of South Texas and 
North Louisiana to have an import duty 


placed on Mexican crude oil. This ac- 
tion, it is stated, follows refusal of pipe- 
line companies to take the Pine Island 
field production. Increasing imports of 
Mexican crude at gulf ports because of 
the pipepline companies find it unprofit- 
able to purchase the product of the 
American fields when Mexican oil can be 
delivered at prices below those obtaining 
in the coastal and North Louisiana terri- 
tory. 

The matter of protecting American 
heavy crude oil producers against import- 
ed Mexican crude will, according to well 
informed oil men, come up before the next 
session of Congress. 

The presentation by Senator Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, of a resolution directing the 
Senate Committee to ask the War, Navy, 
Interior, and Commerce departments, and 
the Shipping Board for data regarding 
the crude oil situation in this country is 
said to be the beginning of a movement 
to bring about measures of protection 
against what is considered by some as 
disastrous competition from Mexican 
crude oil.

GOVERNMENT OIL PRICES. 


Shipping Board and Navy Threaten 
to Establish Fuel Stations Unless 
Bids Are Lowered. 


Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


Prices charged the Shipping Board and 

Navy Department for fuel oil for the op- 
eration of their vessels by private cor- 
porations have been too high, in the opin- 
ion of officials of those departments, and 
it is reported here that unless the oil 
corporations consent to sell such prod- 
ucts to the government departments at a 
lower figure, the government will possibly 
go into the oil business. 
J. H. Rosseter, director of operations of 
the United States Shipping Board, has 
held conferences recently with officials of 
the Navy Department regarding the prices 
charged the government for fuel oil. Al- 
though as yet nothing definite has been 
decided upon, it is stated these officials 
intend to take the matter up with a cor- 
poration, other than the Standard Oil 
Company, Which has been one of the 
largest contractors of fuel oil. 

Knowledge that the government and the 
oil interests have come to grips over the 
matter of future relationship was revealed 
last week when it was learned that the 
Shipping Board had called for new bids 
for the supply of fuel oil to the merchant 
ships, and that the Navy Department will 
combine with the Shipping Board in de- 
manding that reductions from the prices 
endured during the war shall be made, 

If the plans of the officials of the two 
government departments to secure fuel oil 
at lower prices fail, it is reported they 
will at once put into effect a sweeping 
plan for purchasing oil directly from the 
producer and shipping it in government 
vessels to great supply stations to be 
ae at the strategic ports of the 
world.

$1.25 FOR FUEL OIL. 


Western Refiners Receive Offer for 
1,500,000 Barrels at That Rate. 


At a meeting of the Western Petroleum 
Refiners’ Association held in Kansas City, 
on Friday, an offer was submitted by the 
Standard Oil Company, of Indiana, to pur- 
chase, 1,500,000 barrels of fuel at $1.25 a 
barrel. 

This offer is for fuel oil delivered to the 
refinery of the Carter Oil Company, at 
Yale, Okla. The order will probably be 
filled by refineries at Cushing and in that 
vicinity, where the advantage of low 
freight rates would add to the attractive- 
ness of the price offered by the Standard 
Company. 

A majority of the refiners of the Mid- 
Continent are overstocked with fuel oil 
and the market just now is a bit wobbly. 
Quotations are ranging from $1.25 to 
$1.50 a barrel, f. o. b. refinery. The in- 
tention of the Standard appears to be to 
relieve the surplus of fuel oil and at the 
same time stabilize the market. 

A committee, of which George Moore, 
of the Consumers’ Refining Company, is 
chairman, is investigating the subject of 
delivery of the required quantity of oil. 
An early report of this committee will be 
made to the association.

It is reported that the Castle Oil 
Company, drilling on the A. G. Palmer farm, 
near Shetland, in Euphemia township, Lamb- 
ton county, has struck a fair show of gas in 
the deeper formations in No. 1 well. This 
test was started last October, and the show- 
ing is around the 1,500-foot level. No. 2 well 
is being located in the same vicinity. The 
Shetland field was tested in 1914, when the 
Union Natural Gas Company, of Chatham, 
drilled on the Lew Smith farm, striking gas 
at 1,500 feet. The well was too small to jus- 
tify connecting with the company’s main line, 


but the production was later taken over by 
the Shetland Gas Company, which has for 
two years supplied the village of Shetland 


from this well. 

The Union Natural Gas Company is reported 
to be making a location on the McDermid 
farm, lot 25, concession 7, Dawn township, 
rear Oil Springs, where some gas was secured 
in a well drilled four or five years ago. It is 
reported that the Oil Springs Oil and Gas 
Company, whose No. 7 well, recently finished 
dry at the 2,000-foot level, is planning to con- 
tinue this test to the Trenton limestone at 
approximately 3,000 feet. 

There is a little activity again in the old Til- 
bury field, where the Southern Ontario Gas 
Company has started a new test for gas on 
the PD. Hall farm, south of Merlin The 
Southern Ontario Gas Company drilled a good 
well on this farm three years ago, proving 
some extension of the field northward toward 
Merlin, and considerable drilling was done by 
both the Scuthern Ontario Gas Company and 
the Union Natural Gas Company. ‘The later 
tests, however, proved dry, and there has been 
no drilling in the past year. 

In Elgin county the Richmond Gas and Oil 
Company's No. 6 on the James farm, south of 


Richmond, is reported to have resumed drill 
ing

Mosa Field Active. 


There is a lot of activity in the Mosa shallow 
field, in Middlesex county, and the prospect is 
that spring will see a lot of wildcatting, in- 
tended to test the potential extensions of the 
field. The proven field starts a few miles 
northwest of Glencoe and extends in a sort of 


crescent that has a generally northwesterly 
Cirection. The area so far drilled over covers 
about 2,000 acres, and the field is now pro- 
ducing 20,000 barrels a month or more. In 


1918 the production amounted to approximately 
100,000 barrels, of which some 70,000 barrels 
were shipped by the Ontario Petroleum Com- 
uany from the Carman leases. The Carman 
interests have the richest part of the field, 
though other companies have secured some 
good producers in the surrounding territory. 
The most production comes from about the 





400-foot level, thourh production as shallow 
as 285 feet has been secured, and some tests 
have found oil around 465 feet. There is a 


great deal of difference of opinion as to the 
probable permanence of the fleld. It is claimed 
that most of the oil so far secured is top show 
stuff, coming from large cavities and fissures 
in the upper lime. This formation yields gen- 
erously, but is quickly exhausted, as was 
proven by the gusher wells at Oil Springs in 
1862, which yielded 5,000,000 barrels in a year 
and then petered out, and by the early Both 
well discoveries. Later drilling in both these 
flelds developed a production in the lower 
limestone formation, which is still hloding up 
And this formation is also responsible for the 
continued production of Petrolia after more 
than 50 years The Mosa wells usually start 
off with a good prodfiction, some rating as 
high as 150 to 180 barrels But this pro- 
duetion is not maintvzined, the wells settling 
after a short time into moderate pumpers,

Conditions in Russia. 

Mr 1 Mrs. Charles Wallen and children, 
Who recently returned to Oil Springs from 
Grozny, Russia, tell a vivid story of experi- 
ences in the Russian oil fields under the Bol- 
shevik regime Mr. Wallen was stationed at 
Groz as field manager of the North Cau- 





cas Oil Company. He left Oil Springs for 
Kussia in 1911, and his 4'%-year-old boy 
Charlie, one of the party, was born at Grozny. 

Up to the time of the Russian revolution the 
oil properties at Baku and Grozny were fairly 
safe from distaurbance. The Bolsheviki se- 
cured control at Grozny, however, shortly 
after the revolution at Petrograd. Mr. Wallen 
was compelled to remain as fielé manager, but 
he received only 100 roubles a week, the same 
salary as was paid his office boy The same 
principle was adopted throughout Russia in 
dealing with men of wealth, and former mil- 
lionaires were penniless, living on the hos- 
pitality of friends The uniform allowanee of 
100 roubles a week was merely a_ pittance 
under conditions where an ordinary dinfter, 
comprising a few cubic inches of black bread, 
some soup and some meat cost 35 roubles. Mr. 
Wallen predicts that men and women will die 
like files from cold and starvaticn this winter. 
There was constant danger to life and prop- 
erty under Bolshevik rule. The revolutionists 
confiscated whatever they wanted, and it was 
no uncommon thing for women on the street 
to be stripped of their furs and other property.

do all this prospect and development work is 
staggering to experienced oil operators, as they 
never before saw anything like it. Trading 
in leases, royalties and side values brings an 
unusually large amount of capital into North 
Central Texas, even though much of it is 
furnished by citizens who are not oil opera- 
tors and never intend to be. The production 
of oil has nothing to do with this accompany- 
ing speculation, although the oil is responsible 
for it. Much of the money thus brought into 
play will eventually work its way into some 
branch of the oil business in every community, 
and to that extent, while seemingly dissipated, 
will be of untold value to all of North Central 
Texas. 

Old line oil operators and operating com- 
panies from other States, individual operators 
and the few tenderfeet who will finally become 
oil operators will develop most of the crude oil 
that is marketed, as they always do. These 
men and interests are not speculators or stock 
organizers, and their money is usually in- 
vested on some basis suggested by past ex- 
periences in one or many fields. In North Cen- 
tral Texas, however, these experienced opera- 
tors encountered a scale of prices for leases 
that almost took their breath, and many small 
operators cannot meet the high prices and 
drill expensive deep holes. Because of these 
conditions a comparatively small number of 
companies having cash surpluses and heavy 
incomes are doing the bulk of the drilling 
in Stephens and Eastland counties, where the 
3,400-foot territory is. This fact causes a part 
of the public to think, and the thought is 
frequently expressed that the big interests in 
oil have monopolized the fleld and are freez- 
ing out the little fellows. What has kept 
the individual out of active development of 
North Central Texas acreage is the _ inex- 
orable condition of having to pay from $10,000 
to $25,000 for a lease that is close enough to 
production to look good and $30,000 to $50,000 
to drill a test on the high-priced lease. Only 
the strong companies have the means and 
can afford to speculate on the high-priced 


basis.

Oil Stock Promoters. 


The Texas Legislature enacted laws designed 
to protect investors against ‘“‘blue sky’’ stocks 
and investments that have for their limit and 
substance the cerulean vault above a cloudless 
Texas day. The corporation law and the blue 
sky law, when onacted, seemed to meet the 
needs of the situation and to safeguard the 
public against frauds that so palpable one 
would almost conclude no other safeguard 
than common sense would require. 

Then came astute legal sharps and made 
circles around these statutory safeguards. It 
was pointed out by them that no corporation 
is needed; that it is not necessary to comply 
with any blue sky law; that a sort of trust 
agreement under which everybody is a partner 
with everybody else and the trustees are the 
dominating factor, is just as good, and avoids 
restrictions that the Legislature placed about 
stock speculations and stock-selling companies, 

The trust agreement did not attract much 
attention until the oil excitement came to 
Texas about a year ago. At that time the 
Capital Issues Committee was operating, and 
this condition added difficulties to the flotation 
of stocks of incorporated companies. The so- 
called ‘‘common law’’ company had an imme- 
diate and astoundingly general inning. It has 
been a dull day in Texas during the last six 
or eight months that has not seen one or more 
such companies organized and gaily sotting 
forth to sell stocks to the oil-hungry, specu- 
lation-crazed public. 

This carnival of speculation has gone to such 
an extent that the baby’s bank has been 
robbed to get money to exchange for tickets 
that represent hope against great odds. It 
has reached conservative business men and 
bankers. It has led working girls who were 
already living on less than girls should live 
on to make further sacrifices of health and 
comfort to secure certificates of interest in 
alleged oil companies. It has led to utterly 
impossible propositions being financed by men 
who either know they are impossible or are 
obsessed by the spirit that pervades the lob- 
bies of North Central Texas hotels, where 
Strangers approach each other and try to sell 
each other something -that is so intangible 
that, had it happened two years ago, would 
have classed them with the gold-brick and 
green-goods men of other days, 

So the Texas Legislature is again consider- 
ing doing something to protect the people 
from the sharpers and misguided dreamers 
who are organizing impossible companies with 
burdens of overhead that would sink the most 
successful oil-producing concerns in the world. 
The present oil boom is evanescent. Within a 
year or two the general public will be sick of 
the wild speculation and of their losses, and 
such a reaction will follow that every legiti- 
— professional oil man will be subject to 
odium, 


Pipelines Progressing. 


There is no congestion in moving crude oil 
from the Ranger district except as it may 
develop from failure of tank cars to move in 
and out, and it appears that the Texas and Pa- 
cific Railroad is using diligence to move oil 
tank cars out as fast as possible. Shipments 
by tank care are probably about as great as 
by pipelines from the Ranger district alone. 
Tankage appears to be constructed about as 
fast as there is need for it, the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company keeping its tank crews at work 
eee , 

e Prairie Pipeline Company is piping to 
Drumright, Okla., regularly 14,000 Cavels a 
day and no more. Three pumping stations 
have been completed and are in operation, 
which accounts for the fact that the full 
capacity of the: 8-inch line, 20,000 barrels, is 
not taken. A station in Jack county and 
those at Ringling and Shawnee are not oper- 
ated, the pumps that were ordered a year ago 
not having been delivered. These three inter- 
mediate stations will be completed about April 
1, when 20,000 barrels a day will leave the 
Ranger terminal. 

Work of construction on the second rein- 
forced line is under way and will be com- 
pleted early in May, as now appears. Two 
8-inch lines are run from each pumping sta- 
tion; then a 12-inch line takes the oil to the 
relay station. There will be 212 miles of the 
12-inch and the necessary double 8-inch re- 
ceiving loops. When these lines—straight 8- 
inch and the looped line—are completed, the 
double line will handle 65,000 barrels every 24 
hours, beginning in May. 

Ir addition to the regular lines the line 
leased from the Magnolia Petroleum Company 
will handle 17,000 barrels a day, making a 
total of 82,000 barrels daily the Prairie Pipe- 
line Company will take from the North Cen- 
tral Texas fleld if it is offered. A short line 
near Bowie must be put in to connect the two 
lines and several pumping stations must be 
furnished with pumps, the Magnolia having 
dismantled the station equipment. This work 
will be completed in April or about the first of 
May. The delay in delivering station equip- 
ment is responsible for failure to increase the 
line capacity. 

The Prairie Pipeline Company is laying a 
6-inch line from Ranger to Gorman, on the 
Katy Railroad, a distance of 18 miles. When 
this is completed the crude pumped through 
from the Ranger field and any that may come 
from the territory between, will be shipped in 
tank cars, probably south to Galveston or 
Houston, from where it may go to the Stand- 
ard of Louisiana refinery at Baton Rouge by 
water or rail, as convenient. The Gorman 
branch will probably be completed some time 
in April. 

The Texas Company's 8-inch line from 
Ranger, with a branch from Stephens county, 
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is carrying about 14,000 barrels a day to 
Dallas, making, with the Prairie line, at this 
time 28.000 barrels a day piped from Eastland 
and Stephens counties. Whatever is handled 
by rail, 12,000 barrels regularly, probably 
indicates 40,000 barrels as the daily movement 
from the two counties. 


All Over Texas. 


The Van-Tex Refining Company expects to 
have its plant at Coleman completed early in 
May. The plant will have a capacity of 300 
barrels at the start and can be enlarged as re- 
quired, 

The Cash Ojl Company is about ready to 
start work on a deep test well on the White- 
head ranch, in Val Verda county, This com- 
pany holds leases on 170 sections of land, or 
a total of 272,000 acres. A well was started 
two or more years ago, but development work 
was stopped on account of the war, but will 
now be resumed. 

The Liberty Oil and Gas Company has filed 
for record at Denton, in Denton county, oil 
leases on 8,434 acres southeast from Denton. 
Test work will soon start. 

The City of Coleman has granted a natural 
gas franchise to Crawford & Standcliffe, and 
the laying of gas mains throughout the city 
will start in a few days. 

The Sinclair interests have purchased forty 
acres of land a mile west of Bowie, with an 
option on _ additional acreage. The property 
is supposed to be purchased for a pump sta- 
tion, and probably a refinery. 

The Bailey well, in Brown county, Is re- 
ported to be flowing forty-four barrels of oil 
daily after given a shot of nitro-glycerine of 
forty quarts. It may be given another shot 
and then packed and allowed to flow. Should 
the well develop into a paying proposition, it 
will mean much for the northern part of 
Brown county. This well has been somewhat 
mystified for some time, and upon its showing 
leases brought fabulous prices in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 


Refinery Sold. 


Announcement has been made of the pur- 
chase at Wichita Falls by Roy B. Jones, 
Thomas Morrisey and Julius Germany, of 
Wichita Falls, and B. J. Shaw, of Wichita, 
Kans., of the interest of Frank Brown, of 
Kansas City, Mo., in the Panhandle Refining 
Company plant, the Brown & Jones partner- 
ship in the 6666 Oil Company, and the prop- 
erties held in the name of Roy B. Jones, 
trustee.. This includes valuable holdings 
throughout the Wichita Falls section. At 
Burkburnett alone the holdings are exceed- 
ingly rich with heavy production, while the 
Panhandle refinery is the largest in Wichita 
county and operates its own pipeline. 

The amount involved in the transaction was 
not made public, but the magnitude of the 
holdings transferred makes this one of the 
biggest deals that have taken place in North- 
west Texas oil circles in some time, 

Jones has been active manager of the Brown 
& Jones interests since entering the Wichita 
county field, and will continue so. Brown 
never has made Wichita Falls his home, but 
has made frequent trips to the field and is 
well known. All of the purchasers of the 
Brown interests are well known in Wichita 
Falls. Germany came from Dallas about a 
year ago and has been general attorney for 
the Panhandle Refining Company since that 
time. Morrisey is an independent oil opera- 
tor, and Shaw is a well known mid-continent

The Palo Duro Oil Company, of Amarillo, 
Texas, will soon start a test well on the 
Arnold ranch, seven miles south of Armarillo.

NORTH LOUISIANA WORK LARGELY CONFINED 
TO LIGHT OIL SECTIONS—PINE ISLAND QUIET 


Shreveport, La., Feb. 24, 1919. 


With operations in the Pine Island district 
suddenly paralyzed by trade and trans- 
portation conditions, drilling activity has 
been diverted to the numerous light oil ter- 
ritories in North Louisiana which wildcat 
operations of the past few years have 
brought to light, but which have never 
been taken advantage of on account of 
sensational development in more accessible 
localities. 


Prominent among these are the Bull 
Bayou district in De Soto and Red River 
parishes; the Pelican district, in Sabine 
parish; the Logansport district, in De Soto, 
and the Bethany district, in Caddo. The 
scarcity of light oil for refining purposes in 
this district is evidenced by the fact that 
refineries can afford to pay a 25c. premium 
on crude oil in the Texas and Oklahoma 


fields, in addition to transportation charges, 
and still make a handsome profit from re- 
fined products in their Caddo plants, 

The Bull Bayou pool, which les about 
five miles south of the famous Gusher Bend, 
is at present not more than two miles 
square, but a test made by the Developers’ 
Oil and Refining Company three miles fur- 
ther south gave unmistakable evidence of 
the presence of gas and oil in large quan- 
tities, and the entire territory lying be- 
tween the Bull Bayou well and the De- 
velopers’ well is now dotted with derricks, 
the development also extending for about 
three miles east along the entire line. Up 
to the present time production in this dis- 
trict has been obtained at a depth of about 
2,700 feet, and the expense of drilling has 
kept the territory from becoming popular, 
but an interesting test in the shallow sand 
is being made by Hickman & Kyle in No. 1

New Production. 


During January a total number of forty-six 
wells were completed with an initial produc- 
tion of 12,910 barrels. 
well of approximately 300 barrels. The Mid- 
way field completed the largest number, sev- 
enteen in all. The Coalinga field was next 
with ten completions. As usual, the Monte- 
belle field has the largest initial production, 
although only four wells were completed in 
this field. Its new production totaled 6,790 
barrels, as compared to the Midway’s, which 
was next highest with 3,265 barrels. 


There were two completions during the 
month which stood out far ahead of the bal- 


ance. The Standard completed well No. 23 
on section 2-2-12, which made 6,000 barrels 
daily. The Honolulu Oil Company com- 


pleted well No. 19 on section 10-32-24, which 
made an initial production of 2,000 barrels.

Twelve New Wells for Week. 


During the past week twelve new wells 
were started throughout the various fields in 
California. The Valley section wes respon- 
sible for nine of the total, most of the work 
being done in the Coalinga and Midway-Sun-

set flelds. Fullerton-Whittier flelds reported 
two ‘new wells. This makes a total of eighty 
wells reported since the first of the year, as 
against 112 for the same period during 1918 
and 144 for the same period in 1917. There 
were also twenty-five wells reported ready for 
the test of water shut off, and eighteen re- 
ported for deepening or redrilling. Ten wells 


were abandoned. 
At Coalinga the Standard started two new 
wells, Nos. 25 and 26 on section 2-19-15, in- 


dicating that its new year’s program in this 
field will be an active one. The Shell Com- 
pany, in the same field, started well No. 114 
on section 27-19-15. This company has al- 
ready announced its intention to drill twenty- 
five or so wells in this field in rapid suc- 
cession and no week goes by but that one or 
two new wells are started. 

Ever since the first of the year the Fuel 
Oil Department of the Southern Pacific has 
built no new rigs. Work was held up, it was 
thought, until a favorable decision was handed 
down in its case against the government. 
Although proposals have not been made by 
the Mining Bureau as yet, locations have 
been made in the Sunset field for six new 
wells. It is considered that the decision fa- 
vorable to the Honolulu is the cause for this, 
and although the final judgment will not be 
made until the first week in March, favorable 
indications have been the motive for this new 
work. 

The Union Oil Company will 
development on the old Sansinena 
north of La Habra in the south. 
ago the Union drilled ten wells, all of them 
of little consequence. No. 10, the best and 
deepest well, 4,300 feet, pumped ten barrels 
a day for some time. The Union will put 
down two more deep wells. Improved drill- 
ing methods and better facilities for handling 
water now offer better chances for success.

25-CENT CUT IN BOTH CORSICANA AND 
HEALDTON OIL IN MID-CONTINENT 


Tulsa, Okla., Feb. 26, 1919. 


Occasional rains serve to keep the roads 
in such condition that heavy hauling in the 
fields is so costly that driNing is somewhat 
hampered. In the Garber pool, Garfield 
county, and at Blackwell and Newkirk, Kay 
county, operations have slumped heavily, 
owing to poor roads. Drilling is also hin- 
dered in the Osage. It is expected that the 
field reports covering February will indi- 
cate a pronounced decline in the number of 
wells completed, as well as in new work. 

Production of Oklahoma is_ holding re- 
markably strong, considering the decline in 
drilling. In Okmulgee, Garfield, Kay and 


Osage counties big wells are being complet-_ 


ed in sufficient number to more than offset 
the decrease in the old producers. The 
daily average of last week’s yield of crude 
for Oklahoma was placed at 219,000 bar- 
rels, with Healdton credited with 38,000; 
Cushing, 40,000 barrels, and other districts, 
141,000 barrels. Kansas daily production 
was reported at 83,000 barrels. 


Reduction in Healdton. 


On February 21 the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company, the principal purchaser of Heald- 
ton and Corsicana heavy crudes, announced 
a market reduction of 25 cents a barrel for 
those grades, fixing the Healdton quotation 
at $1.20 and Corsicana heavy at $1.05 a 
barrel. Higher grades of crude were_not 
affected by the depreciation in price. It is 
understood that the overstocked condition of 
the fuel oil market is given as the reason 
for the price reduction. 

Southern Oklahoma is attracting much at- 
tention by the prospects of prolific pools at 
Cement, Caddo county; Fox, in Carter 
county, and Stephens and Cotton counties. 
All are in the early stages of development, 
but the indications are that they will 
eventually be added to this State’s produc- 
tive pools. Stephens and Cotton counties 
are overrun by leasers and acreage is held 
at exorbitant prices by those who expect an 
extension of the Burkburnett pool to be 
developed along the Oklahoma shore of the 
Red River. Scouts are camping at the 
Burk bridge well, but reports from that test 
are so conflicting that but little satisfac- 
tion is obtainable. It is known, however, 
that the hole is almost deep enough to find 
the Burkburnett sand, provided it extends 
across the river.

In spite of the fact that salt water is 
menacing the future of the El Dorado, 
Butler county, fleld, producers appear to 
take but slight interest in curative meas- 
ures. The briny fluid is becoming more of 
a danger each day, and unless effectively 
handled will eventually ruin the El Dorado 
production. Examinations by experts of 
the Bureau of Mines have been made, fol- 
lowed by the strongest kind of appeals to 
producers to lose no time in shutting the 
water out of their wells. An association 
was formed for that purpose some time ago, 
with Deering Marshall as its president, but 
up to the present time the organization has 
taken no action. The chief of the Bureau 
of Mines experiment station at Bartlesville 
has offered his assistance in combatting the 
water menace, but it appears that the ten- 
der of the services of his men has been 
passed up by the producers’ association. 

The Gypsy and Empire companies are 
working on their leases and meeting with 
success in cementing off the salt water. 
The Penn-Kansas Oil Company, which pur- 
chased the property of the Trapshooters’ 
Oil Company, is still working on its No. 9, 
the largest well ever completed in the El 
Dorado pool, having an estimated initial 
production of 20,000 barrels daily. Salt 
water drowned the oil, and for a long time 
the well was non-productive. By the use 
of a mixture of cement and mud, forced 
into the sand under pressure, the water has 
been partially excluded and the well is 
pumping 30 barrels of oil a day. This hole 
was in bad shape and required much more 
effort and expense in the cementing process 
than is usually necessary. In ordinary 
cases, the water sand can be cemented at a 
cost of $400 or $500. Iadivdiual producers 
are not taking kindly to the idea of ce- 
menting water sands, apparently preferring 
to pump large quantities of salt water in 
order to get a part of their production of

A disastrous fire occurred at Texacana a 
few days ago, destroying the plant of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company. Two storage 
tanks, containing 12,000 gallons of gasoline, 
13,000 gallons of oil and 3,000 pounds of 
axle grease were among goods destroyed, 
having an approximate value of $15,000. 

The bill for the appropriation of needed 
funds to deepen the Houston Ship Channel 
has passed the Senate at Austin and its final 
passage is considered certain.

Canal Zone Governor Wants $225,- 
000 to Increase Fuel Oil 


Facilities at Cristobal. 
Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


Something like $225,000 is to be spent 
on fuel oil facilities at Cristobal, Panama, 
in order to provide for the fueling of 
ships through the Panama Canal. This 
was brought out in testimony of Col. 
Chester Harding, governor of the Canal 
Yone, before the House Appropriations 
Committee on the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill. The projects include an oil pipe- 
line in the Cristobal docks, $90,000; in- 
stallation of a pipe at Cristobal oil tank 
farm, $10,000 ; two 55,000-barrel oil tanks,

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$110,000, and a 5,000-barrel gasoline tank, 
$15,000. 7 

It was explained that the oil pipeline 
is for the distribution of fuel oil to ships 
that come to the dock, and this is neces- 
sary especially because a new slip is to 
be built. The installation of a pipe at the 
oil tank farm is to connect up the two 
new fuel oil tanks with the pumping sta- 
tion. The two new tanks are required to 
provide storage capacity for the ships that 
will have to be fueled. 

Regarding the new gasoline tank Col- 
onel Harding said that it “is to provide 
additional storage for gasoline in bulk, 
We have one 5,000-barrel tank at Balboa 
and one at Cristobal, and we have been 
handicapped in securing supplies of gaso- 
line in bulk, for the reason our gasoline 
storage capacity is not sufficient to take 
care of a full cargo of gasoline.” 


Standard Oil Co. of N. J. to Expend 
$10,000,000 for Big Plant at 
Charleston, S. C. 


A total investment of $10,000,000 is to 
be made by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey in extensions and improve- 
ments to its domestic trade station on the 
Cooper river at Charleston, S. C. The 
company has obtained 127 acres of land 
on the river and plans to make it the 
site of a refinery capable of supplying 
the entire needs for various petroleum 
producers now marketed at Charleston 
and the surrounding district. The new 
site is a short distance from the com- 
pany’s present trade station and cost a 
total of $233,000. It is immediately north 
of the city limits on the Copper river at 
Shipyard creek, having a water frontage 
on the creek and a land frontage of 2,800 
feet on Meeting Street road. 

The plans, according to reports from 
Charleston, include the necessary con- 
struction to provide gasoline, refined oil, 
asphalt road oils, fuel oil and all other 
petroleum derivatives. The company is 
prepared to make whatever additions may 
be necessary to bring the plant up to a 
capacity sufficient to meet any and all 
increases in reqpirements.

To Erect Million Dollar Refinery at 
Curtis Bay, Baltimore. 


Baltimore is to have another large in- 
dustry, which is expected to represent an 
investment of between $1,000,000 and 
$2,000,000. on representatives of the 
Mexican Petroleum Company, which is 
among the largest oil producing corpora- 
tions in the world, with a capital of $78,- 
000,000, appeared before the Board of Es- 
timates February 25 and made application 
for permission to build a bulkhead on 
property already or about to be_ pur- 
chased by the company, at Fishing Point, 
Curtis Bay. The company proposes to 
erect an oil refinery, which is roughly es- 
timated to cost $1,000,000, and the at- 
torneys stated that when the contemplated 
improvements are completed the outlay 
will greatly exceed the sum mentioned. 
In explaining their application, counsel 
for the company declared that it was the 
intention to fill in behind the bulkhead, so 
that at least 70 acres of land could be re- 
claimed, this being intended as an addi- 
tion to the other acreage acquired or to 
be acquired. The city makes a franchise 
charge of %c. per square foot for bulk- 
heads, and this, the attorneys calculated, 
would mean an annual tax of about $15,- 
000. The board expressed a willingness to 
deal liberally with the company, in or- 
der to hold out inducements for the 
projected new industry. Final action on 
the application was postponed until a 
later meeting, and meanwhile the harbor 
engineer, H. Powell Harrison, will be 
asked to report on the matter.

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The base is now quoted at $2.75@3.50 
per pound, while the HCL is held at 
$4@4.25 per pound. 

PARANITRANILINE. — There has 
been no further change in the price of 
this coal-tar product, in spite of the 
continued absence of any active de- 
mand in the market. Producers report 
that their present quotations leave 
only a bare margin of profit, and that 
they are now content to await the 
pleasure of the buyers, without trying 
to stimulate the buying by offering the 
material below the cost of production. 
Quotations are on the basis of $1.35@ 
1.50 per pound, 

PARANITROPHENOL.—This com- 
modity remains in the same quiet po- 
sition which has characterized it for 
some time back. Quotations are held 
steady by the dealers, who are refus- 
ing to quote at lower figures in the 
face of the slowness of the market. 
Sales were few during the week and 
for the most part for small quantities 
only. Quotations are held steady at 
$1.40@1.50 per pound. 

PHENOL.—The market was featured 
by the sale during the week of a part 
of the holdings of the French Govern- 
ment to a New York broker at 6c. per 
pound. The quantity involved was 
large and the price quoted shows the 
general tendency of the market. Pro- 
ducers are still refusing to come below 
23c. per pound in their quotations, and 
thus are out of the market altogether. 


PHOSGENE.—Phosgene was quoted 
in the spot market at 12c. in one direc- 
tion, but the difficulty connected with 
the matter of bringing the material 
into the market is holding the manu- 
facturers’ prices steady at much higher 
levels. One producer reported sales at 
65e. per pound, in spite of the 12c. and 
15¢c. prices which are being heard in 
other directions. On the whole the 
market is decidedly weak, and the 
constant release of government held 
material is weakening it still further. 


RESORCIN.—Leading producers of 
the technical grade of this commodity 
report that they have reduced their 
price and are now selling at $4@4.50 
per pound. The cause of the reduction 
was the fact that supplies were out- 
running the demand and stocks grow- 
ing so large that steps had to be taken 
to reduce them. There seems to be 
little activity even at the new prices. 

TOLIDIN.—There has been no fur- 
ther change in the market as regards 
this coal-tar product. The demand 
continues to be no better than routine 
and sales are limited to small lots only 
for the immediate consuming require- 
ments of the trade. There has been 
no further reduction in the schedules 
for its sale by the largest producers, 
and quotations still range from $2.50 
to $3 per pound, according to quantity. 

TOLUOL.—The reports of 20-cent 
toluol persist, but they are not borne 
out by investigation nor by the quota- 
tions of the leading producers of the 
toluol derivatives. The demand is still 
light and little of the material is being 
turned over in the domestic market. 
One fairly good export sale was re- 
ported during the week. Quotations 
are still held by the producers at 25@ 
35c. per gallon. 

XYLOL.—The demand for xylol is 


too light to make for any feature 
worthy of notice in the market. Some 
small-lot sales were reported during 


the week, but there has been no bulk 
business in the market for some time 
back. Quotations are for the most part 
held steady by the producers at the 
repeated levels of 45@55c. per gallon 
for the pure and 25@35c. per gallon for 
the commercial. It was intimated in 
some directions that these prices might 
be shaded on a firm offer for a round 
lot of the material.

The Standard Oil Company has been 
placing large orders for machinery to 
be shipped to the Rumanian oil fields. 


Five barrels of linseed oil valued at 
$375 were stolen from the yard of the 
Meyer Brothers Drug Company, of St. 
Louis, last week. 


Two additional buildings will be 
erected at the new $4,500,000 plant of 
the American Cyanamid Company at 
Niagara Falls on the Canadian side. 


Paul Hirshman, formerly connected 
with the sales department of the Pierce 
Oil Corporation at St. Louis, has joined 
the selling force of the Sinclair Refin- 
ing Company, New York city. 


The steamer J. C. Donnell, from 
Port Lobos, Mexico, arrived at Phila- 
delphia February 21 with 108,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil, in bulk, consigned to 
the Atlantic Refining Company. 


Joseph O. Pierce is now research 
chemist in the chemical division of the 
Proctor & Gamble Company, at Ivory- 
dale, Ohio. He was formerly chief 
chemist for the Aspro Metallurgical 
Company, Pittsburg. 


The E. Z. Kill Chemical Company at 
104 N. J. R. R. Avenue, Newark, will 
increase the capital stock from $100,000 
to $250,000, of which $150,000 will be 
common stock and $100,000 preferred.

Net earnings of the National Transit

The women’s 8-hour bill now before 
the Missouri State Legislature, which 
is opposed by soap manufacturers and 
others in the Reporter industries at St. 
Louis, has been favorably reported by 
the Senate and House Labor Commit- 
tees. The measure was opposed by the 
Missouri soap manufacturers on the 
ground that it might make it difficult 
for them to compete wth manufactur- 
ers in States where there are no wom- 
en’s 8-hour laws. 

The St. Louis Wholesale Drug Com- 
pany has reached the dividend-paying 
stage, it was announced at the annual 
meeting of stockholders last week, and 
a 6 per cent. dividend was declared.

SACCHARINE SUIT. 
Morgenstern & Co. Ask $2,400 Dam- 


ages of B. Brown, Inc. 


Alleging breach of contract, action has 
been begun against B. Brown, Inc., by 
Morgenstern & Co., for the recovery of 
$2,400 damages growing out of a _ con- 
tract in August, 1918, for 100 pounds of 
saccharine, insoluble, at $28 per pound, 
ex-warehouse, New York, terms net cash 
agninst delivery order. 

It is set forth in the complaint that the 
contract with the Independent Trading 
Company, Ine., as seller assigned its 
rights to Morgenstern & Co. prior to 
commencement of action. It is alleged 
that the plaintiff tendered the delivery 
order for 100 pounds of saccharine on 
December 13, 1918, to the defendant, 
which the defendant refused to accept. 

The plaintiff asks for judgment for 
$2,400, with interest from December 13. 

In an answer to the complaint, the de- 
fendant denies the allegations of the 
plaintiff and makes a counter complaint 
to recover $7,000 as damages resulting 
from the failure of the plaintiff to ful- 
fill the terms of a contract for 10,080 
pounds of beta naphthol. The defendant 
avers that the shipment of the product 
covered in an invoice of the Independent 
Trading Company, Inec., to B. Brown & 
Co., Ine., dated September 22, 1918, was 
guaranteed as 98 per cent. sublimed beta 
naphthol. It is charged that the product 
when sold was inferior, and that accord- 
ing to the agreement, if the product was 
not up to standard, the plaintiff was to 
reimburse the defendant. It is alleged 
the plaintiff refused to comply. 

According to the complaint made by the 
defendant, the goods were sold to a firm 
in Japan and the defendant was damaged 
to the extent of $7,000, and demands 
judgment in this amount, with costs and 
disbursements.

OBITUARY. 


MAJOR JOHN C. OSTRUP. 


Major John C. Ostrup, widely known 
in this country as an authority on rail- 
way engineering, and a member of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s staff during the war, died 
of pneumonia Friday morning at the 
Clendening Hotel, 202 West 103d street. 

Major Ostrup was born in Denmark and 
educated at the Royal Danish Academy.

Four years later he resigned from the 
faculty of Stevens Institute to accept a 
position with the Texas Company, of this 
city, where he was engaged as a railroad 
expert at the outbreak of the war. 

He returned to this country two weeks 
ago, and upon his return was appointed 
superintendent of construction and en- 
gineering by the Texas Company.

Activity in the London market was restricted 
to strong developments in peppermint oil and 
camphor. The sharp rise in prices in pepper- 
mint was directly due to the similar move- 
ment reported in the United States. London 
stocks have been light for some time past, 
as the material was classed as a luxury. Ship- 
ment prices were cabled at severely higher 
prices from the States and the London mar- 
ket reacted promptly. The development in 
camphor was the natural result of rather 
heavy buying on the part of United States and 
Continental importers, which followed the al- 
lowance of license to export from Great 
Britain. 


St. Louis Zinc Oxide Market. 
St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 26, 1919. 

The Middle Western zine oxide market, 
which had been rather quiet during the pre- 
vious week, showed a marked increase of 
activity this week. Quite a bit of current 
business was reported and inquiries for large 
tonnage have been received during the last 
fortnight, including one from France. 

A good deal of attention is being given to 
foreign trade in local paint pigment producing 
circles, and several manufacturers are now 
laying plans both for enlarging their manufac- 
turing and merchandising facilities in order to 
meet the steadily growing foreign demand 
for zinc. Prices at which sales are being 
made locally follow, all being f. 0. b. nearby 
mills:—Commercially lead-free zine oxide, 
10%c. per pound in carload lots and 10%c. per 
pound in less than carload lots; under 5 per 
cent. leaded zinc oxide, 9%c. per pound in car 
lots and 9%c. in less than car lots; 8 to 10 
per cent. leaded zinc oxide, 8%c. per pound 
in car lots and 9c. per pound in less than 
car lots.

Natural indigo pro- 
duced in India gradually found a foot- 
hold in the Japanese market and made 
serious inroads on the native industry. 
Then German manufacturers entered the 
market and these were not long in ob- 
taining a practical control of the entire 
market for the sale of their synthetic 
products to the almost complete elimina- 
tion of the native industry, because the 
synthetic black dyes were producible in 
Burope and salable in Japan cheaper 
than the Japanese could make them. 

With control of the market established 
by the Germans, the producers in that 
country started to compete among them- 
selves for the bulk of the Japanese busi- 
ness. For several years prior to 1914 
the German producers, therefore, sent into 
the Japanese market large quantities in 
excess of the national consumption. The 
fight among these foreign sellers through 
their convention syndicates and agencies 
became exceedingly keen, goods being sent 
into Japan to the individual agencies of 
the varlous German groups in huge quan- 
tities, each group endeavoring to get con- 
trol for its particular brands of goods. 


Market Glutted by German Goods. 


In that manner, the market soon be- 
came glutted with German-made colors 
and dyes, and there was a heavy accumu- 
lation for which no outlet could be ob- 
tained. This resulted in the inevitable 
decline in prices and the market became 
one of weakness and apathy on the part 
of both buyers and sellers. It was in 
this condition when the German war ma- 
chine invaded Belgium. 

Britain’s effective blockade of German 
commerce quickly warned Japanese con- 
sumers that it was only a question of 
time when they would be unable to get 
German materials, as all shipments to 
Japan were cut off. With little hesita- 
tion Japanese buyers entered the market 
eames tor supplies, and in a brief pe- 
riod stocks were cleaned up and excessive 
price levels were reached for the small 
stocks left available. Because of this sud- 
den turn in affairs, many “narikin,” or 
millionaires, to use a Japanese term, were 
made over night in Japan. Prices jumped 

ard in leaps and bounds, and there 
were not a few instances where a quota- 
tion was advanced to a level fully 200 
times greater than pre-war figures.

Research Laboratories Established. 


There were a number of smaller con- 
cerns, and altogether these producers were 
able, in a comparatively short time, to 
glut the market with their products, This 
had the effect of greatly reducing prices 
for the simple dyes put out. The decline 
in prices caused the best of the produc- 
ers to turn their attention to the possi- 
bilities of producing the more complicated 
and higher grade colors and dyes and 
research departments were established by 
the larger companies. The result has been 
that some of them are now producing on 
a fairly large scale some of the better 
grades of delicate shades, but not in suffi- 
cient quantities to fill the nation’s con- 
suming demands. 

This demand is illustrated somewhat 
by the quantities imported into the coun- 
try from foreign sources, the pre-war 
years showing the heaviest totals largely 
because of the previously stated fact that 
the Germans sent in excessive quanti- 
ties because of the competition among 
themselves. Below is given the import 
figures of aniline salt, aniline dye and 
alizarine dyes in the years 1911 to 1917,

Dyes Produced. 


Japanese producers are now turning out 
fair quantities of naphthylamine blue, 
Bismarck brown, methylene blue, meth- 
ylene violet and Congo red. Other dyes 
being turned out in rather excessive quan- 
tities are aniline salt, sulphur black, 
auramine, alizarine, alizarine blue, fast 
red, orange II and metanil yellow. 

Previous to 1915 practically all of the 
carbolic acid imported by Japan was for 
medicinal purposes. The heavy increase 
shown in the above table of imports for 
1916 reflects the activity of Japanese 
chemical manufacturers in producing sul- 
phur black. The figures are regarded as 
somewhat smaller than the quantities ac- 
tually consumed in the country, as some 
of the dye-makers made and are sstill 
wane their own carbolic acid at their 
works.

indicate anticipation of requirements. 


The manufactured product has been 
most greatly affected by these condi- 
tions during the past week. A decline 
in salicylic acid was accompanied by 
a material reduction in manufacturers’ 
quotations on the salicylates in gen- 
eral. Producers were more or less 
sceptical as to how great a stimulus 
would prove this reduction in prices, 
as the fundamental conditions which 
guide affairs at the moment point 
clearly to consumers taking but partial 
advantage of the more liberal prices. 


Other materials developing and ex- 
tending this trend of events were:— 
Quicksilver, chloroform, ether and per- 
manganate of potash. Pressure is ap- 

nt among second hands to move 
supplies which, in many cases, repre- 
sent an outlay against which present 
quotations mean a severe loss. How- 
ever, rather than face still greater de- 
clines in values, the reseller is, in many 
cases, offering freely of materials which 
are weakly supported on spot, with the 
intention of clearing stocks against the 
time when producers may be able to 
offer new production based on a lower 
cost of raw materials. During the past 
week this condition was prominent 
among the causes which brought out 
many declines. Resellers and pro- 
ducers are drawn up in opposing 
parties, and between the anxiety of 
each a buyers’ market is slowly but 
certainly coming into being. 


Crude drugs continue to be affected, 
but to a minor degree. For the most 
part, the shortage in supplies is actual, 
and manufacturing chemists and phar- 
maceutical houses are facing a condi- 
tion of affairs which makes more or 
less certain the fact that prices will 
be maintained at present- positions on 
most, if not all, the various items. 


Despite the general strength of the 
crude drug group, the past week has 
developed price shading among minor 
items. Consumers having expected de- 
clines in the price of raw materials, 
are loth to operate to any large extent 
and this has served to bring out con- 
siderable competition among dealers.

OPIUM. 


While there is no material change in 
the general situation in gum opium on 
the spot, it may be stated that a change 
is in progress of development owing to 
the throwing open of trade relations 
with some of the Far East points 
through which gum opium is marketed. 
Up to the present time, supplies of the 
material have reached «the United 
States in limited quantity, and this has 
served to hold the general list of opiates 
to a firm position, which at the close 
of the present week has shown no re- 
laxation.

CASTOR.—The market holds with- 
out change on the spot and prices are 
being generally well maintained on 
the previous basis. Advices from Cal- 
cutta, India, state, owing to the dull 
demand of oil for export, prices for 
beans have an easing tendency. Lim- 
ited sales are making at Rs. 10 to Rs. 
11 in Bengal and upcountry sorts per 
B. md., weight, loose, according to 
quality, without guarantee of refrac- 
tion for local consumption for prompt 
delivery on the “credit system” gener- 
ally. Quotations include cost of gun- 
nies. There are inquiries for export, 
but no sales of any consequence have 
so far resulted. For clean Bimlipatam 
and Cocanada rates are about Rs. 23 
and Rs. 20 per bag of two maunds, re- 
spectively, landed in Calcutta. The 
season is closed. New crop is ex- 
pected shortly. 

In the New York market 9@10c. 
pound is the prevailing price at 
close of the trading period. 

TONKA.—According to advices re- 
ceived during the week, there has been 
very little of this material shipped to 
Europe direct from the primary mar- 
ket, and exporters in New York are 
looking for considerable competition in 
Venezuela from buyers on European 
account. Further, at the present time, 
exchange is against the American im- 
porter, it being reported that it is at 
the moment 25 per cent. higher. Ex- 
port demand is considerable, and this 
is serving as a contributory factor in 
the advance in price which was noted 
during the week. At the close of the 
market the price was firm on a basis 
cf $1.35@1.40 per pound. 

VANILLA.—Bourbon beans are ma- 
terially higher at the close of the 
trading period, the advance amounting 
practically to 25 cents per pound. This 
is due largely to the firm position of 
the material in the primary market, as 
well as the continued enhancement of 
spot holdings, for which there exists 
a considerable call. It is said that 
prime quality beans in Marseilles are 
now quoted on the basis of 32 francs 
per kilo, while the best that can be 
done for 50 per cent. thirds and 50 per 
cent. tailes is 26 francs, Mexican 
vanilla remains firm, but considerably 
less active than Bourbons. The dif- 
ference in price on equal quality goods 
is such as to create buying favor for 
the French bean. An arrival of 25,000 
rounds of Mexican vanilla was re- 
ported during the week. Prices at the 
close were as follows:—Mexican, whole, 
$4.50@6 per pound; Bourbons, $2.75@ 
2; Sogth American, $3@3.25; Tahiti, 
$1.40@1.50 per pound, as to quality.

GENTIAN.—Whole gentian root is 
reduced in price on the spot, the sell- 
ing basis now being 16@17c. per pound.

De- 
mand is along routine lines, and for 
rather moderate quantities at the pres- 
ent time. 

HELLEBORE.—Demand for domes- 
tic white root; whole, is materially 
less at the moment, as it is between 
seasons at the moment, and buyers have 
withdrawn from the market. Prices 
are now on the basis of: 20@22c. per 
pound for whole, and 22@24c. per pound 
for the powdered variety. 

JALAP.—Steady consuming demand 
is reported by all sellers on spot.

A steady consuming re- 
quest is i, evidence and som efactors 
are of the opinion that the relaxation 
of price will prove of temporary dura- 
tion. 

STILLINGIA.—The call for stilllngia 
root has increased to a marked degree 
of late, and at the close of the trading 
period, 15c. per pound was apparently 
inside on the spot, with quotations 
ranging as high as 17c. per pound, ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. Stocks 
were discovered to be much smaller 
than had been anticipated by sellers 
on the spot and the result has been a 
material increase in strength of the 
material on spot. 

TUMERIC.—Madras root is ma- 
terially higher on the spot, and quota- 
tions are now noted on the basis of 
16%c. per pound.

Seeds, 


Canary and sunflower seeds were fea- 
tures as to strength throughout the 
week. Other revisions in prices indi- 
cated the declining market to still pre- 
dominate. 

ANISE. — Fractional reductions in 
prices were noted on both forms of 
anis seed. Shipment advices . were 
more favorable to buyers, and at the 
close of the trading period the fol- 
lowing prices ruled on the spot:—Span- 
ish, 23@24c.; star, 23@24c. per pound. 

CANARY.—Although the market on 
this material has been steadily weak- 
ening during the past months, last 
week saw a considerable reaction up- 
ward when stocks on the spot were 
found to have narrowed to the point 
where holders of supplies were able to 
jump the price 3% cents per pound by 
the close of the market. Spanish seed 
is nominally at 18@19c. per pound, 
with practically nothing available 
while South American goods stand at 
17% @18%c. per pound. It is under- 
stood that the strike situation in the 
Argentine has brought about a cessa- 
tion of large shipments of material, 
and until the social unrest ceases lit- 
tle relief is to be expected. 

CARAWAY.— Heavy arrivals of Afri- 
can caraway served to weaken the 
market sharply during the past week. 
At the close of the trading period 43@ 
44c. per pound seemed to be the basis 
of trading, although it was intimated 
that better than this can be done. 

CELERY.—Arrivals from Marseilles 
were heavy during the past two weeks, 
and depression of price quotations con- 
tinues to feature developments in this 
material.

Abroad, the situation has 
reached the point where the British 
Board of Trade has removed export 
restrictions from the material, and this 
is taken in this country to indicate 
that shipments of the material to 
Great Britain will be still further re- 
duced, as British manufacturers will 
attempt to handle the continental de- 
mand. On spot, the material is life- 
less and prices are nominal to a more 
or less degree. 

SALOL.—Constant decline in the 
cost of raw materials has made possi- 
ble manufacturers’ reduction in quota- 
tions on this material. The new price 
is 95c. per pound, and the close was 
quiet at the position established. 


SODA BENZOATE.—At the close of 
the trading period quotations in sec- 
ond hands were materially -reduced, 
owing to the passing of the season of 
major consumption and the inability 
of holders to move any quantities at 
any price. The price was noted at 
$1.35@1.50 per pound. 

SODA SALICYLATE.—Producers of 
salicylated reduced their quotations 
curing the period in view of the easier 
position of the raw materials. The 
new quotation is 50c. per pound, and 
the close was quiet at this position. 

SUGAR COLORING. —Inquiry is 
1ather less at the present time, and at 
the close it is possible to buy at 95¢c.@ 
$1 per pound. The market closed quiet 
at the new position and, according to 
sellers, it is expected that the new 
quotation will prove a stimulus to de- 


mand. 
GUMS. 


The American camphor refiners re- 
stored quotations during the week. 
Gum tragacanth was noted in a large 
arrival from London, and prices fell 
accordingly. The balance of the. list 
lacked marked feature. 

ALOES.—A good consuming demand 
is reported on the spot and dealers are 
generally quoting firm on all grades. 
Cape and Curacao gum is apparently 
easiest at the moment. Prices at the 
close of the market were as follows:— 
Cuarecao, 84% @9c.; Barbadoes, $1@11.0; 
Cape, 13@14c.; Socotrine, 90c.@$1 per 
pound. 

ARABIC.—Demand is dull and stocks 
continue to pile up in first hands. Re- 
sellers are generally adopting a policy 
of price shading on all firm offers, and 
this is forcing the market gradually 
downward. At the close, firsts are 
quoted at 50@52c.; cleaned amber 
sorts, 19@20c.; white, 45@50c. per 
pound as to quantity. 

ASAFOETIDA.—Stocks in all mar- 
kets of the world are limited and on 
the spot, prices are holding firm at $4 
per pound. In London, stocks at the 
beginning of the month were said to 
amount to 171 packages, which is the 
lowest level for the past five years. 
Apparently the trade in this country 
can expect no material relief for some 
time to come. The possibility of ex- 
cess government stocks being offered 
in the open market is receiving con- 
siderable attention on the part of ac- 
tual consumers. 

CAMPHOR.—American camphor re- 
finers restored their quotations during 
the past week and are now quoting on 
the basis of $2.60 per pound in bulk, 
with the usual advances for other 
forms. The extent to which they are 
able to meet request remains problem- 
atical, as they are known to have 
been buyers of Japanese refined goods 
during the near past. The markes 
holds strong on spot for whatever form 
of material may be in _ inquiry. 
Strength has been communicated to 
the London market, which is showing 
a marked tendency toward material 
uplift under the impetus of competi- 
tive bidding between Continental and 
United States buyers. According to 
the most recent advices received from 
authoritative London surces, the stocks 
available in London at the beginning 


of the month amounted to _ 189,600 
pounds. During the month of January, 
76,000 pounds of the material were 


withdrawn from stocks and but 6,000 
pounds landed. Out of the total of 
@€89,600 pounds, 100,000 pounds are esti- 
mated to have been bought by Ameri- 
can interests. The remaining 89,600 
pounds are thought to represent the 
present supply not absorbed in the 
London market. It may be stated au- 
thoritatively that licenses to ship have 
been granted to American importers 
by the British Board of Trade. How 
much will be moved to the United 
States and what proportion of the ship- 
ments will be to France remains in the 
realm of conjecture. 

It is the opinion of many operators in 
the New York market that the London 
shipments will do little but provide a 
slight increase in ready stocks for the 
consuming trade of the United States. 
It has been suggested that recent in- 
vestigations reveal the fact that many 
druggists and jobbers are without sup- 
plies and that anything received from 
abroad will go at once into consump- 
tion and without disturbing prices to 
any degree on spot.

ACID CRESYLIC.—The demand for 
this coal-tar acid continues to be good 
and there is a fair volume of the ma- 
terial changing hands from day to day. 
Producers report that their supplies are 
being well taken up and that they are 
satisfied with the course of the mar- 
ket.

The 25 per 
cent. and 50 per cent. grades are steady 
at 45c. and 55c., respectively. 

ACID H.—tThere is little demand for 
H acid at present and supplies are 
piling up rapidly in the hands of the 
producers. There have as yet been no 
further reductions in the prices quoted 
by these factors, but there is little 
doubt that quotations shading the in- 
side quoted in the last report could 
have been had on a firm offer. Small 
lot sales at $2.35@2.75 per pound were 
recorded during the week, but the trad- 
ing was decidedly limited. 


ACID PHTHALIC.—There were re- 
ports of considerable reductions in the 
quotations of the dealers in this ma. 
terial durnig the week, but investiga- 
tion failed to reveal the source of these 
offers. Producers report that their 
present price cannot be lowered under 
present cost conditions and quote the 
market as steady at $2.50@3 for the 
anhydride and $2@2.10 for the crude. 


PICRIC.—Picrie acid is in little de- 
mand and supplies are being offered 
freely at low prices without attracting 
the attention of the consumers.

ACID SALICYLIC. — Producers of 
salicylic acid have again reduced their 
quotations for this material. The weak 
position of the market which has ob- 
tained for some little time back and 
the consequent free offerings of the 
acid were responsible for the decline. 
The U. S. P. grade was quoted at 45@ 
50c. per pound, with the technical at 
40@45c. ; : 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—The price of 
this acid shares the uncertain position 
of that of salicylic and declines were 
reported by some of the leading pro- 
ducers during the week. A decline of 
2c. on the pound was recorded in the 
techyical grade, which is now quoted 
at 28@30c. per pound. The refined acid 
was also weak and while there was no 
actual reduction in quotations on this 
grade, there is little doubt that 41c. per 
pound, which was the inside of quota- 
tions during the week, was being 
shaded in some directions. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL.—There were 
reports of marked reductions in the 
prices of the producers during the 
week, but none was found who would 
confirm the prices said to have been 
quoted. Producers report that they 
are experiencing little demand, but 
that they cannot reduce their present 
selling schedules and sell above the 
costs of the material. The crude is 
quoted at $1@1.05 per pound, while the 
refined is steady at $1.50@1.55 per 
pound, 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE,. — The 
demand for this material is quiet and 
for the most part confined to small lots 
only. Reductions in the quotations of 
holders which have taken place during 
the past month have not proved at- 
tractive to buyers, but the producers 
report that they are not now in a posi- 
tion to make further cuts.

DINITROTOLUOL. — The demand 
for this material is still very quiet, and 
supplies are being offered more freely 
both by producers and by second hands 
who have some of the commodity to 
dispose of. There has not been any 
change in the quotations of either of 
these factors, however, in spite of the 
quietness of the market, and the best 
price heard during the week was 40c.

the increase in interest, which the bet- 
ter inquiry discloses will have the ef- 
fect of making for more business in 
the near future. The textile trade is 
gradually recovering from the dullness 
which has chara¢ terized it for some lit- 
tle time back, and is again in the 
market to some extent for dyes and 
dyeing materials. Having settled their 
jabor troubles and reorganized their 
business to some extent the textile mills 
are beginning operations on a larger 
scale and the dye trade has begun to 
feel the effects of this resumption of 


business. 

Dye materials were very scarce be- 
fore the close of the war and some of 
them are still very scarce. The matter 
ef shipping for the imported items on 
the list is, however, gradually readjust- 
ing itself and the items which have 
been very scarce in the past few 
months, are now being offered with 
more freedom by holders. Importations 
of some of these items are arriving bet- 
ter than others. Gambier, for example, 
is in surplus now and offerings are be-

ing made at lower figures than any 
heard in the spot market for many 
months. Others like divi-divi are still 


rather scarce and supplies are hard to 
get. These items of the list, however, 
are now being brought in in better 
volume and during the week over 20,000 
bags of divi-divi entered the port. This 
importation has as yet had no effect 
on the market, but if shipments con- 
tinue to come in so freely it will not 
be long before better values will be of- 
fered than have obtained for some time 
back. The holders of some of the ma- 
terials are beginning to offer conces- 
sions on some of their holdings, and 
this fact has also had some effect on the 
trading. 


The chemical items of the list are 
following the general chemical market 
in their position. They are for the 
most part being offered freely by the 
dealers at prices somewhat lower than 
the producers are willing to quote. 
Manufacturers of the various chemicals 
used in dyeing report that the business 
in these chemicals is at a virtual stand- 
still, and that even the offering of the 
second hands are not attracting the 
favorable attention of the buyers to any 
great extent. They are not for the 
most part offering any price conces- 
sions for an immediate resumption of 
the trading, for they feel that such a 
step would fail to achieve its object. 

They report that they believe the 
consumers of these chemicals are too 
well stocked at present to be induced 
to buy more of the materials even by 
a substantial reduction in the quota- 
tions on the commodities. In the mean- 
time it would seem that this contention 
is borne out by the experience of the 
dealers in the dyeing chemicals. They 
are freely offering concessions, in some 
instances substantial ones, in the hope 
of moving the surplus of the materials 
which they have on hand; but their 
offerings are for the most part failing 
to influence the market to any extent. 

Exporters of the chemical dyeing ma- 
terials are more or less inclined to be 
disappointed with the course of the 
business in these lines. They report 
that, while they are apparently receiv- 
ing a large number of inquiries for the 
materials, these are for the most part 
inquiries only and are not productive 
of any increase in the trading. Pro- 
ducers of prussiates report that they 
are selling some of these materials to 
the South American trade at good 
prices, but that the business is not up 
to their expectations at the first of the 
year. The bichromate group is also 
active to some extent in the foreign 
Markets and small lots of the potash 
salts are being sold from time to time 
to this class of the trade.

The 65 
per cent. grade is in good supply, but 
the demand is so heavy in the absence 
of the other grades that the price is 
maintained at high levels by the hold- 
ers. Quotations are now on the basis 
of 70@75e. per pound for this grade 
of the salt. 

BICHROMATES.—There is little ac- 
tion in the market for the bichromate 
group and trading is decidedly limited. 
The soda salt continues to be weak and 
sales of moderate second hand quanti- 
ties were heard at as low as 12c. per 
pound. Producers quote from 12%c. to 
13%c. per pound, and in the absence of 
trading might accept a firm offer at a 
shade under these figures. The potash 
salt is quiet and the demand little better 
than routine. Some export business is 
reported by one of the leading produc- 
ers, but the domestic market is very 
dead. Quotations are on the basis of 
36@38e. per pound. 

INDIGO.—The market for synthetic 
indigo continues to be very quiet. Of- 
ferings are being made in larger volume 
than has been the case for some time 
back, although as yet producers are un- 
willing to shade the previouly reported 
inside price. Sales during the week 
were made on the basis of $1.15 per 
pound for the 20 per cent. paste, but 
slightly higher was demanded on 
small lots. 

PRUSSIATES.—Yellow prussiate of 
soda is still in rather light demand, and 
the price in the domestic market is 
somewhat unsettled. There has been 
some foreign business transacted dur- 
ing the week at good figures. The range 
of quotations is generally put at 24c. to 
28e. per pound, the lower price being for 
spot business. The yellow potash salt 
is in little demand and in spite of the 
efforts of the producers quotations 
again declined during the week. Sales 
were recorded down to 55c. per pound 
and probably better could have been 
done on a large order. The red potash 
salt was reduced sharply during the 
week on account of the absence of any 
active demand, and quotations as low 
as $1.25 were heard in some directions. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—There has been no 
change in the position of this chemical 
aus regards spot trading. There is a fair 
demand, and some little goods is pass- 
ing into the hands of the consumers 
from day to day. There has as yet been 
no decline in the quotation of the pro- 
ducers who are holding the material at 
65@70c. per pound. 

ZINC DUST.—Quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this commodity range from 
12c. to 13%c. per pound. There is little 
in the way of any active demand for the 
material and producers report that they 
are selling only small quantities from 
time to time, and that there has been 
nothing in the way of a large sale heard 
in the market for some little time back. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS. 


ALBUMEN.—The demand for Chi- 
nese egg albumen is of such volume 
that available supplies have been prac- 
tically exhausted. Some small amount 
of the material is arriving from time 
to time, but these lots are either sold 
to arrive or are taken up as soon as 
they do arrive. Supplies are therefore 
hard to locate and prices are firm at 
the high levels of $1.50@1.55 per pound. 
3lood albumen is in steady demand, and 
the quotations of dealers are repeated 
as firm at 80@85c. per pound. Vegetable 
albumen is not very active and quota- 
tions are for the most part barely main- 
tained at 68@70c. per pound. 

ANNATTO.—There is a fair consum- 
ing demand for annatto in the market, 
and supplies are passing into the hands 
of the consumers regularly. The de- 
mand is, however, for the most part for 
small parcels only, and supplies are 
being offered freely on that account. 
Sales of the seed variety were reported 
at the repeated level of 8%@llc. per 
pound, while the fine grade was quoted 
a 32@33c. per pound, 

COCHINEAL.—There has been no in- 
crease in the activity of the market for 
this material, and as a consequence 
supplies are piling up rapidly and con- 
cessions are being offered freely in most 
direction for the moving of the ma- 
terial. The silver variety declined 5c. 
on the pound during the week, and is 
now quoted at 70@Tb5c. per pound with- 
out attracting much favorable atten- 
ion. The rosy black variety is held at 
65@70c. per pound, a decline of 5c., while 
the gray black was similarly reduced 
and is now quoted at 67@70c. per pound, 


The fine Madras grade is out of the 
market. 

CUTCH.—Offerings of cutch in both 
grades are being made freely in most

All contracts, March forward, on the 
old government form were cancelled 
today, and the handling of nitrate of 
gda by Nitrate Committee was dis- 
continued. A new form of contract 
will be used, somewhat similar to the 
form used before the war. Under the 
new plan there will be only one price, 
and there will no longer be any 96 per 
cent. nitrate. Of course, $4.20 per 100 
pounds is not a low price fof nitrate 
of soda, It is about double the usual 
antebellum price, and consumers can- 
not be expected to think that the gov- 
ernment is giving them any bargain 
when—in the face of an oversupply— 
it attempts to sell goods at such a 
price simply because the goods cost 
double the old price, when there was 
wartime consumption. The price asked 
is higher than the $81 a ton price at 
which the Agricultural Department 
has been trying to sell to the farmers 
direct. 

The Washington authorities are 
much troubled over the potash situa- 
tion, and to supplement the plan of 
forcing buyers of imported potash to 
buy a certain percentage of domestic 
a bill has been introduced to fix a 
minimum price of $2.50 a unit on do- 
mestic potash, this price to stand for 
six months, and to then be cut to $2 a 
unit. Of course, even a $2 a unit price 
would be much higher than the pre- 
war price, but there is no chance’ of 
any return to that level of values again, 
if for no other reason than the in- 
creased cost of transportation. There 
isno American potash being offered as 
low as $2.50 a unit yet, the prevailing 
price just now being at $3 to $3.75 per 
unit. There is not a great deal mov- 
ing at this time, but some domestic 
potash has been sold for export this 
week, 

There is a dull market in animal 
ammoniates. The strike in Argentina 
has interfered with the movement of 
blood and tankage from that country, 
and this has given a better tone to the 
American market; but consumers still 
seem to be holding back.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—There is a quiet 
market in tankage, but there is a bet- 
ter undertone to the market, and there 
seems to be no further inclination to 
slash prices.

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NITRATE OF SODA.—The Ordnance 
Department is going to try to sell about 
226,000 tons of nitrate of soda at $4.20 


per 100 pounds. This is being offered 
by the people in the trade who will re- 
ceive a commission from the govern- 
ment for selling. This is a very large 
amount of nitrate to try any market in 
a hurry, and, besides this, the govern- 
ment also owns 120,000 tons that it has 
not yet brought from Chile. There is 
nothing particularly new in the price. 
It is true that it is lower than the gov- 
ernment’s fixed price for February, but 
no one was paying that price in the 
open market, and last month re-sale 
nitrate was sold as low as $4.10. The 
Agricultural Department has been try- 
ing to sell to farmers at $81 a ton, and 
the farmers seem to consider that price 
rather high. Naturally, when a con- 
sumer considers what nitrate used to 
cost him before the war, the present 
price looks high. The Ordnance Depart- 
ment is said to have lost money on the 
nitrate sold at $81 a ton, but it is na- 
tural that the government will have to 
lose money on many materials it was 
forced to stock up on at high prices in 
order to meet all possible demands at a 
time when it looked as if the war might 
last for years. If the government tries to 
get rid of these stocks at what they cost, 
it will mean very slow marketing. The 
new prices are supposed to stand until 
June. Under the new contract there 
will be no 96 per cent. nitrate. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
is not a very active demand for sulphate 
of ammonia just now, but there is busi- 
ness doing right along, and during the 
past week there have been some sales 
made for export. There has been no 
material change in price. In large lots 
it is possible to buy as low as $4.50, f. 
o. b. point of origin, but for small lots 
the price is higher. The consuming 
trade is expecting that there will be a 
reduction in the cost, but manufacturers 
hesitate about cutting the price at this 
time. If there should be a cut in the 
price of sulphate of ammonia it might 
interfere with the sale of the govern- 
ment’s big stock of nitrate. There seems 
to be no possibility of enough imported 
sulphate coming in to affect the market 
for some time to come, but it is to be 
remembered that England has been able 
to furnish this material to British farm- 
ers at a very low price during the war, 
and that some day there will probably 
be sharp competition between the do- 
mestic and the foreign goods. 


PROSPHATES. 


ACID- PHOSPHATE.—The most en- 
couraging feature of the situation in 
the acid phosphate market is an im- 
proving demand for export. There is 
a good export inquiry, and this busi- 
ness promises to increase steadily. The 
domestic demand continues along 
routine lines, and there has been very 
little change in the situation since our 
last report. There is some talk of 
slight concessions in price, but in the 
main producers show’ no disposition 
to attempt to create business at the 
expense of yalues, and there is a fairly 
good undertone to the market. The 
New York price remains nominally un- 
changed at $17 a ton. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—There is lit- 
tle change in the situation in the phos- 
phate rock market. There has been no 
reduction in the cost of production 
since the signing of the armistice, as 
the main cost in this line is the item 
of labor, and there is no chance that 
the industry will have any chance to 
go back to the before-the-war labor 
basis, even if producers would care to 
secure common labor at the price they 
once paid, There is every prospect of 
an increasing export demand, but the 
export market has not developed as 
rapidly as many thought that it would 
when the fighting ceased. There is a 
great deal of phosphate rock needed in 
some of the neutral countries of 
Europe, however, and now that the 
Danish Government has received back 
the tonnage commandeered by the Al- 
lies, it is expected that there will be 
a good movement of phosphate rock in 
Danish _ ships. Prices remain un- 
changed, with low grade Florida land 
pebble at $5 per ton and higher grades 


$7.50. 
POTASHES. 


There continues to be a slow market 
for potash, and the market for high 
grade imported goods is largely nominal. 
There is little offering, and consumers 
are not willing to pay the price asked. 
It is doubtful if any could be sold at 
high as $250 a ton, but there is little on 
the market or headed this way. There 
have been some domestic potash sold 
for export this week, but domestic con- 
sumers are still holding back. It is 
reported that certain Western potash is 
offered as low as $3 per unit, but Ne- 
braska producers are still asking $3.75 
delivered in New York. Potash produc- 
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This trade-mark is emblematic of air-nitrogen 
products, made from Cyanamid.

plan to fix a maximum price of their 

product, as this is looked upon as a 
necessary step if the government in- 
tends to force buyers of imported 
potash to buy a certain percentage of 
American, There is not going to be any 
movement of great volume to his coun- 
try as early as had been expected by 
most at the time of the signing of the 
armistice. There will probably never 
again be the amount of European potash 
brought into this country that there 
was before the war. American farmers 
are beginning to believe that they used 
too much potash. 

PYRITES.—There are active efforts 
being made to re-establish the Spanish 
pyrites market, and there promises to 
be a good sized movement this way in 
the not distant future. However, the 
goods has not commenced to come in as 
yet, and the market is still in the same 
old rut. There has been a decided de- 
creAse in domestic production, as some 
of the mines in this country have been 
closed down because of the influenza and 
for other reasons, and have not yet 
reopened, 

Baltimore, Feb. 27, 1919. 

The fertilizer trade situation remains much 
the same as it has been of late, though it is 
to be said that the number of orders coming 
in for mixtures continues to show an increase 
as a result of the advent of the time when 
the users of mixtures must make provision 
for such needs as they feel the next crop 
planting period will entail. The feeling among 
the manufacturers is now one, if not of 
optimism, at least, of confidence, that the vol 
ume of business will attain sufficiently large 
proportions to take up such stocks as have 
been turned out in expectation of the calls 
to come, There is even a fair prospect that 
the first calculations will be exceeded. ofr 
course, the fact must be borne in mind that 
when the manufaturers began to prepare for 
the spring season, they were in the midst of 
the war and could have had no idea that it 
would be over so soon. The situation, as it 
existed at the time the crude materials were 
obtained, justified expectations that war con- 
ditions would continue indefinitely, and the 
purchases were naturally based upon this 
probability. The authorities at Washington 
were then urging the farmers of the country 
to increase the production of foodstuffs, and 
were calling upon the fertilizer manufacturers 
to make every effort to provide adequate 
quantities of mixtures, in order that the crops 
might not suffer for the want of substances 
needed for healthy and profuse growth. Now 
the officials at Washington, actuated by the 
knowledge that the stocks of wheat, for 
example, are greater than there is real need 
for, are engaged in discouraging extraor- 
dinary endeavors on the part of the farmers 
as likely to cause overproduction and prices 
so low as to leave the agriculturists without 
a profit. That such representations will 
prompt at least some of the farmers to re- 
duce the acreage which they originally con- 
templated cultivating is not improbable, and 
this, in turn, might affect the quantity of fer- 
tilizer called for. If there is a tendency to 
limit the orders for mixtures, however, it has 
not yet shown itself. From the way inquiries 
are being received, it is a reasonable sup- 
position that the volume of business done by 
the factories will be as large as ever, with 
the difference that the producers are in a 
better position to handle the calls, with 
forces of workers increased and with various 
obstacles put in the way of operations during 
the war period removed. The indications now 
are that the demand for mixtures will at- 
tain very satisfactory proportions. Until re- 
ceatly there was an unmistakable tendency 
on the part of the buyers to hold off in the 
belief that prices would go appreciably lower, 
intending purchasers basing this expectation 
in large measure upon the undeniable fact 
that various crude stocks had worked down 
to a somewhat lower level. But the makers 
of mixtures pertinently pointed out that their 
goods had been manufactured under condi- 
tions in no wise different from those that 
obtained when the highest prices for raw 
materials prevailed, and that the quotations 
on them had to be based on cost, .which 
was not in the least affected by the later 
recessions in the crude material market. This 
point appears to have impressed the trade, 
which has evidently abandoned the idea that 
the manufacturers aim to make inordinate 
profits, and a far better inquiry is the result. 
That the inquiry will continue to expand ad- 
mits of no doubt, and the belief appears to be 
rapidly gaining ground that the current sea- 
son will turn out well, with earlier expecta- 
tions probably exceeded. It looks now as if 
the farmers, though heeding the admonitions 
of the officials at Washington, also give con- 
sideration to the fact that they will continue 
to get high prices for their products, and that 
they are reasonably certain of the continu- 
ance of a profitable market. They have per- 
haps more money than ever before, and the 
disposition to put farms into the best pos- 
sible state is asserting itself in an unmis- 
takable manner. 

TANKAGE.—The market for tankage ap- 
pears still to be on the downward trend, the 
latest quotations here for 11 and 15 high-grade 
ground tankage being around $5.50 and 10 to 
$5.52%4 and 10, c. a. f., basis Baltimore. This 
gradual decline, of course, is not a matter of 
surprise, nor an evidence of real weakness, 
being the natural result of the readjustment 
process that is going on and that will con- 
tinue until crude materials get down some- 
where near to what may be regarded as a 
normal level. Just what this normal will be, 
however, is a matter of more or less unce 
tainty, for from present indications it does 
not seem likely that the pre-war values will 
be restored. For a long time to come, in 
all probability, they will range above the fig- 
ures that prevailed in 1914, for there is every 
indication that conditions will be materially 
different from those of the past. There is 
continued quiet in the trade, the buyers hav- 
ing no immediate wants to take care of and 
showing no disposition to anticipate needs 
for any length of time. The manufacturers 
of mixtures, as the chief buyers of tankage, 
naturally desire to get rid of their products at 
least in considerable part before they begin 
to stock up on animal ammoniates again, and 
the movement is therefore decidedly restricted. 
The outlook, however, is regarded as good, 
and even the present values are far above 
those that were considered acceptable prior 
to the great conflict. 

GROUND BLOOD.—There has been a fur- 
ther recession in the quotations on ground 
blood also, the latest price mentioned by the 
sellers being about $5.75 c. a. f. basis Balti- 
more, Which is a considerable decline as com- 
pared with even two weeks ago. The easing 
off, however, is not unexpected, though it 
serves to encourage hesitancy on the part of 
intending buyers, who, naturally enough, feel 
that as long as values tend downward they 
might as well wait until their requirements 
can no longer be postponed, apd thus get the 
benefit of the lowest possible figures. Conse-

T. N. T. Owned by Government to 
Go to Parks and Reclamation 


Service. 


Washington, March 1, 1919. 


Large quantities of T. N. T., which the 
War Department held as surplus or re- 
serve supply and which it was intended 
to dump into the ocean, is now being 
given as a_present to the office of 
national parks in the Interior Depart- 
ment. Stephen T. Mather, director of the 
service, testifying before the House Ap- 
propriations Committee on the estimates 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, 
said that something like $50,000 saved 
from the current appropriations would be 
utilized in transporting this T. N. T. and 
putting it into usable capsules. The 
T. N. T. is to be divided between the 
National Parks Service and the Reclama- 
tion Service. He said that expert testi- 
mony had been given that this T. N. T. 
would “work exactly as well as 40 per 
cent, dynamite, and will not deteriorate 
like nitroglycerine.”

The 
producers of the commodity report that 
they are experiencing only a very lim- 
ited demand and that small lots are 
the basis of most of the transactions in 
the spot market. The export business 
is also quieter than last week, and 
there has been little even in the way 
of inquiries received during the week. 
Quotations are still held steady at 65@ 
67c. per pound for the 88@92 per cent. 
grade, and 55@57c. per pound for the 
70@75 per cent. material. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There has been 
no change in the quotations of the 
dealers in this commodity in the mar- 
ket for the week. Sales of small lots 
were made on the basis of $2.85 per 
cwt. for the 76@78 per cent. solid ma- 
terial ex store New York. Quotations 
on goods to arrive are in the vicinity 
of 3c. per pound for this grade. Sup- 
plies in the hands of the dealers appear 
to be limited, and an increase in the 
demand would probably result in put- 
ting the market back into the hands of 
the producers. These factors are still 
quoting at about 3c. per pound for 
the solid variety, and report that this 
price barely covers their costs. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—tThere is 
a fairly good demand for this material 
coming through from the consuming 
trade, and producers report that they 
are well satisfied with the present 
course of the market. They see no rea- 
son for any change in their present 
quotations and are holding steadily at 
40c. per pound for the crystals and 
powdered varieties. Reports to the ef- 
fect that large export inquiries are in 
the market were heard during the 
week, but up to the close it is doubtful 
if any large volume of this class of the 


. business has been done. 


COPPERAS.—The demand for this 
material is still very light and trading 
is decidedly limited. Supplies are be- 
ing offered in most directions at attrac- 
tive prices, but they fail to attract the 
favorable attention of buyers to the 
commodity. Producers report that 
they believe that the consumers are 
well stocked with the vitriol and that 
further reductions would not material- 
ly affect the course of the market. 
Quotations are therefore held at $1.20 
@2 per hundred pounds. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—The general 
tone of the market for this material 
has been one of quietness during the 
week. There has been little in the way 
of active trading in the market and 
producers report that they are doing 
only a hand-to-mouth business in the 
material. Quotations are still held at 
30@35c., but there is little doubt that 


a large lot order would have received 
consideration at somewhat lower fig- 
ures than the inside as quoted. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Little business 
has been done in this material during 
the week. Consumers are apparently 
not interested in any offerings while 
their stocks are as large as at present, 
and producers are, for the most part, 
content to await the pleasure of the 
buyers without offering any further 
inducements in the matter of price. 
Quotations of the leading factors in the 
market are reported as steady at re- 
cently prevailing levels on the basis of 
1% @2c. per pound. 

NITRITE OF SODA.—The continued 
inactivity in the market for nitrite of 
soda has had its effect in still further 
reducing the quotations of the leading 
holders of this material. The demand 
is still light, and stocks, which have 
been piling up, have begun to be a mat- 
ter of concern to the holders. Quota- 
tions have for the most part declined 
2c. on the pound without serving to 
stimulate the market to any increase 
in the demand. There is little doubt 
that the present inside of 13c. per 
pound could have been bettered on a 
firm offer. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Limited quanti- 
ties of sal ammoniac are being offered 
in the market at some reductions from 
the former price of the material. Quo- 
tations on the white granular grade of 
the commodity were heard as low as 
12c. per pound, but this price could not 
be confirmed by-actual trading. There 
were sales at 14c. per pound, and on 
the declining market there is little 
doubt that 13c. could have been done 
on a large lot order. The gray varie- 
ty could be had at 15@16c. per pound. 
Lump sal ammoniac was also weak on 
the free offerings made and quotations 
on the basis of 55@65c. per pound for 
this grade could probably have been 
shaded. 

SAL SODA.—The producers of this 
material report that the demand is 
fairly steady and that they are doing 
a good volume of domestic business at 
the present price of the material. The 
export business, however, has not been 
so good during the week. Inquiries 
which are coming through do not seem 
to be resulting in much in the way of 
actual business. Quotations, however, 
are steady at $1.60 per cwt. for the 
domestic trade, and in the neighbor-, 
hood of $2 per cwt. for the export bus- 
iness. 

SALT.—Leading producers of sodium 
chloride report that the demand for 
this material is steady and that their 
quotations are firm at present. Sup- 
plies are in good volume, and the re- 
fined grade of the material is quoted

at le. per pound in bags. In barrels 
the price is somewhat higher, and sales 
are made on the basis of $3 for a bar- 


rel of 280 pounds, or at about $1.07 
per cwt, 
SALT CAKE.—There has been no 


further change in the quotations of the 
leading factors in the market for salt 
cake. While there has been little in- 
crease in the demand since the revent 
reduction, producers report that they 
cannot further cut their quotations and 


sell above the cost of the material. 
Supplies are free, and quotations nom- 
inally at $21@25 per ton for the 


ground and $19@24 per ton for the un- 
ground grades. 

SODA ASH.—The market for this 
material was somewhat more active 
during the week just past. Supplies 
in the hands of the dealers are more 
or less limited, and while low figures 
are still being quoted in some direc- 
tions, inquiries fail to reveal very large 
supplies at these quotations. a 
doubtful if better than $1.50 per cwt. 
could be done for any large quantity 
in the spot market, Producers are still 
somewhat above the market price of 
the dealers, but they feel that the first 
signs of any increase in the demand 
will exhaust the stocks being offered 
by these factors, and the market will 
turn to their hands again. 

SODA BISULPHITE.—Bisulphite of 
soda was reduced by the makers dur- 
ing the week. The continued absence 
of any important demand for the ma- 
terial and the consequent piling up of 
a surplus of the goods in the market 
was given as a cause of this action. 
Quotations on the powdered variety 
were reduced about lc. on the pound 
in most directions, and quotations for 
this grade are now on the basis of 5@ 
7c. per pound, accordingto quantity. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—There is a 
fair consuming demand for this ma- 
terial in evidence, and a good volume 
of the goods is passing into the buyers’ 
hands from day to day. Producers re- 
port that their stocks are being taken 
up steadily and that there is little in 
the way of a surplus accumulating on 
spot. Quotations are for the most part 
unchanged and hold steady at 4%@ 
64c. per pound for the 60 per cent. 
fused, and 24% @2%c. per pound for the 
30 per cent. crystals. 

SULPHUR.—The exportation of sul- 
phur from Italy may now be carried on 
in a way limited only by the available 
supplies of the material, according to a 
recent ruling of the Italian foreign 
office. Sales from government to gov- 
ernment have been abolished, and 
licenses are to be issued directly to the 
exporters. There has as yet been no 
effect of this action on the spot mar- 
ket, but it should be a cause of better 
supplies in the near future. Quota-

tions on sulphur flour are now on the 
basis of $1.70. 

SULPHUR DIOXIDE.—There has 
been a large increase in the demand 
for this material since the recent an- 
nouncement of its value as a specific 
in tuberculosis treatment. Producers 
are now working on a process for puri- 
fying their product for use in this way. 
Quotations on the anhydrous material 
are heard ranging from 12c. to 15c. per 
pound, depending on the quantity in- 
volved in the transaction. 

TIN OXIDE.—There has been a fur- 
ther reduction in the quotations of the 
leading factors in the market for this 
material. The quietness of the demand 
was responsible for this action. Pro- 
ducers report that they are in a posi- 
tion to offer prompt deliveries in any 
quantity at the new figures, and that 
they anticipate a better inquiry in the 
near future on the basis of 65@70c. 


per pound. 
ACIDS. 


There has been little activity in the 
acid market during the past week. The 
trading in the entire list has been lim- 
ited to a few small lot tranSactions by 
dealers, and producers as a rule have 
nothing to report either in the way of 
business or of price changes. Buyers 
are holding off in the matter of their 
present and future requirements for 
the most part and are purchasing small 
lots only from time to time as their re- 
quirements become pressing. This is 
in some instances due to the fact that 
they believe that reductions in quota- 
tions are coming and that they are un- 
willing to buy at present prices when 
they feel that these are too high. For 
the most part, however, the absence of 
any active demand would seem to in- 
dicate that they are too well supplied 
at present with the various materials 
to have any interest in the offerings 
of the producers or of second hands. 
Producers report that they are of the 
opinion that this is the case and that 
they do not believe that even material 
reductions on the list of prices as a 
whole would have any effect on the 
general tone of the market. Manufac- 
turers point to the fact that they are 
well stocked up and in some instances 
overstocked with the raw materials 
which enter into their processes as an 
evidence that the consumers of their 
products are finding themselves in the 
same, position with respect to their 
supplies. They feel that the normal 
consumption of the country cannot be 
increased by offers of acids at low 
prices. Beside this factor in keeping 
quotations at the old levels there is 
the additional fact that costs of pro- 
duction of the various acids are still 
at high levels. As has been stated pro- 
ducers are well supplied with raw ma- 
terials purchased at high levels and as 
yet there has been little reduction in 
the prices of any of these materials. 
Labor is very high and other costs 
were proportionally increased by the 
war and have not as yet declined. In 
this situation there cannot be any de- 
cline in the present prices of the pro- 
ducers in spite of the over-production 
which is taking place in some of the 
items. Producers are therefore making 
plans toward reducing their output, and 
in some instances these plans have al- 
ready gone into effect. 

Export business in the acid list has 
been fair during the month just past, 
but it has not been large enough to 
make up the difference in the produc- 
tion and the consumption. In fact, 
handlers of this class of the trading 
have been more or less disappointed 
over the course of the business. They 
report that they find that the release 
of tonnage has not taken place as 
rapidly as. they had anticipated and 
that they have been seriously handi- 
capped by the failure of the govern- 
ment to hasten this matter. Inquiries 
are good for the most part, especially 
from South America, but actual busi- 
ness is rather restricted in character. 
It would seem that the cause of this 
is the fact that rates and slow de- 
liveries from the United States is driv- 
ing some of the business to other coun- 
tries which would have been placed 
here had the situation been more fa- 
vorable. To what extent this will be 
bettered in the future is a matter which 
is a source of concern to the producers 
of the acid group. 

There have been few price changes 
in the spot market and for the most 
part business has been too dull to con- 
firm the changes which have been 
heard from time to time. Detailed re- 
ports of the important items on the 
acid list follow:— 

ACETIC.—The sales of acetic acid 
recorded during the week were not 
very large. Business on the whole has 
been limited to small parcels for im- 
mediate demands, and large orders are 
conspicuously absent from the market. 
Quotations of the leading producers 
have not changed, although the rumors 
of lower prices on some of the grades 
persist. Quotations are still at the 
same levels last reported:—-Twenty- 
eight per cent., $3.25@4 per cwt.; 56 
per cent., redistilled, $6.50@7.75 per 
ewt.; glacial, 99 per cent., $14.25@15, 
and 80 per cent., at $12@12.50 per cwt. 

CARBOLIC.—It was reported during 
the week that a large sale of carbolic 
acid was made by the French High 
Commission to a New York broker at 
6c. per pound. This is a new low level 
for the material, but there is little doubt 
that the present surplus of the mate- 
rial makes this quotation reliable. Pro-

Most large consumers 
have ample in stock or coming on contracts, 


so that they are not interested, and, on the 
other hand, an effort is being made to dis- 
pose of stocks here before making further 


shipments from the coast. 


JAPAN CHEMICAL MARKET. 


Tokio, Japan, Jan. 27, 1919. 


ACETIC ACID—Is weakening further and 
96 per cent. goods have declined further by 
2 yen per 100 pounds. Crude, 96 per cent., 
is quoted at 41 yen per 100 pounds, while 
crude 48 per cent. is offered at 22 yen per 
100 pounds. Refined 96 per cent. is quoted 
at 43 yen per 100 pounds, and 48 per cent. 
at 23 yen per 100 pounds. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA—Is completely 





out of demand, and the visible stock is 
growing rapidly in dimension. It is going 
abegging even at 14 yen per 100 pounds, 


whereas the goods once reached the level 
of 23 yen per 100 pounds. 

BLEACHING POWDER—Is quite out of 
demand, and its market is very dull and 
inactive. The price is kept up to the level 
of 5.80 yen per 100 pounds. 

BLUE VITRIOL—Is out of request, as 
buyers are deferring all their purchases in 
view of the decline in copper. The market 
is accordingly very weak. Since last Mon- 
day the price has fallen away by 2 yen per 
picul to 24 yen. 

CALCIUM CARBIDE—Had been rising to 
an important position in the export chem- 
ical trade here owing to the growing de- 
mand from Australia and other points, as 
created by the war, but now that foreign 
demand is on the ebb and its market is be- 
coming lifeless and weak, a glut threatens 
apd the price is down to 12 yen per 100 


pounds. 

CAUSTIC POTASH—Is completely mo- 
tionless. The market has no standard price. 
Holders nominally quote it at 80 yen per 
100 pounds. 

CAUSTIC SODA—Has relapsed again in 
spite of the reported reduction in floating 
cargo. Nominally, it is quoted at 19 yen 
per 100 pounds, which is a decline of 1 yen, 
as compared with last Monday. 

CREOSOTE OIL—Is very dull and inac- 
tive. It is now offered by Tokio holders at 
3 yen. per can, containing one to or a little 
less than 5 gallons. 

NAPHTHALINE—Is overstocked, and 
holders are quite anxious to find buyers at 
discount, but they are unsuccessful. There- 
fore, the market for the goods is weakening 
rapidly and something like a panic pre- 
vails. Holders’ price is 18 yen per 100 
pounds. 

POTASHES—Have weakened further 
owing to the growing decline in foreign and 
domestic business. Last week a fair cargo 
was shipped, but that was not enough to 
cheer up the market for potashes. 
Bichromate of potash, which has lost 
further its foreign market, is now obtain- 
able at 67 yen per 100 pounds, which is a 
decline of 1 yen, as compared with last 
Monday. 

POTASSIUM PRUSSIATE; YELLOW—Is 
stationary at 130 yen per 100 pounds, along 
with red potassium prussiate, which is 
quoted at 230 yen per 100 pounds. How- 
ever, their market tone is very unsteady, 
and a further decline is unavoidable. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA—Is completely 
motionless, and its market is marked with 
very little trace of life. The price is stay- 
ing on at 5.80 yen per picul nominally. 

SULPHUR—Has become slack again, as 
foreign inquiries have ceased to come in 
and very little business is put through. 
Holders have apparently given up the hope 
of reviving business soon and believe that 
the present condition will stay for some 
time to come. The intermediate grade is 
quoted at 58 yen per ton. 

SULPHURIC ACID—Has picked up 
slightly, and holders are hopefully looking 
forward to see a full development of the 
new tendency. But their opinion is not in- 
dorsed by the market. The price for 66 
degree is 4 yen per 100 pounds and that 
for 65 degree 3.50 yen per 100 pounds. 

ZINC POWDER—Is weakening in sym- 
pathy with spelter. During the past few 
days the price has declined markedly. The 
best grade is offered at 43 yen per 100 
pounds and the intermediate grade at 39 yen 
per 100 pounds.

Pyrites, Chrome and Other Producers 
to Be Benefited by $8,500,000 
Relief Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 28, 1919. 


To provide relief for producers of man- 
ganese, chrome, pyrites or tungsten mined 
to supply the urgent needs of the nation 
in the prosecution of the war, a bill was 
introduced in the House this week by 
Representative Hayden of Arizona. It 
directs the Secretary of the Interior to 
adjust the losses suffered by these pro- 
ducers. The payments for losses would 
be limited in the aggregate to $8,500,000, 
and the final disposition of all claims 
would be obligatory within three months 
after passage of the measure. This will 
be urged for passage under a special rule 
at this session, if possible, but if action 
is delayed the Hayden measure will be 
pushed early in the extra session. It has 
been referred to the Committee on Mines 
and Mining.
